Washington, November 25.—It is pretty 
well understood here that there is to be 
no bombardment of Colon by either side. 
While Commander McCrea was given 
wide discretionary power and _ nothing 
was said to him about stopping the bom- 
berdment directly, nevertheless the state 
department established a precedent in 
these matters last year when it instruct- 
ed Mr. Giiger to warn some insurgents 
gt Panama that they would not be allow- 
ed to bombard that port. 

If the government troops on the Pinzon 
should persist in their purpose, it is said 
that the commanders of the various war- 
ships at Colon would require that ample 
time be allowed for the withdrawa! from 
the town of all foreigners, and the at- 
tgcking force, to escape restraint, would 
be Obliged to direct its bombardment 
with such rare precision as tc destroy the 
insurgent defenses without harming the 
iyailroad property, and even without en- 
dangering the passage of trains, condi- 
dions probably not to be met. 

The secretary of the navy tcday cabled 
Captain Perry, of the Iowa, to assume

Consul General Gudger’s last dispatch, 
whieh came after 1 o'clock, was about as 
‘follows:

United States Takes Charge. 

The United States government has 
taken charge of isthmian transit. A dis- 
pateh received at the navy department 
today from Captain Perry, of the battie 
ighip Iowa, at Panama, reports that fact. 
Captain Perry says that General Alban 
has landed with a detachment of mer 
from the Iowa and has started with a 
train to clear transit and also establish 
detachments of men to keep it so. 

Commander McCrea, of the Machias, at 
Colon, has cabled the navy department 
notifying the department of the ap- 
proaching bombardment of that town 
and asking for instructions. He has been 
instructed to take such steps 285 he deems 
necessary for the protection of American 
interests at Colon. While no specific 
statement is made as to the details of 
this instruction it is understood that it

FOR TRUST FOE 


Republicans Propose to Si- 
lence Babcock, Who is Ad- 
vocating Tariff Reform. 


FIERCE REPUBLICAN ROW 
SEEMS TO BE CERTAINTY 


Investigation of the ‘““Hog’’ Combine 
Will Be Resumed Today—Geor- 
gians Are Likely To Re- 
main on the Same 
Committees. 


Washington, November 25.—(Special.j— 
Republican party leaders in the house of 
representatives have deci@ed to try to 
put a muzzle upon Representative Bab- 
cock and those members of the party who 
advocate his tariff reform bill, almed at 
trusts. The plan of the leaders is to in- 
voke party discipline at a caucus to be 
held next Saturday. It is evident that a 
long and serious struggle is expected, for 
at a conference this afternoon between 
General Henderson, of Iowa, and Repre- 
senative Richardson, of Tennessee, the 
recognized leaders of the republicans and 
democrats, respectively, the preliminaries 
attending the organization of the house 
were discussed. 

There appears to be no opposition to the 
renomination of General Henderson for 
speaker by the republicans, and Mr. Rich- 
ardson will be the candidate of the mi- 
nority. Under the circumstances there 
should be but Iittle occasion for a pro- 
tracted caucus by either party. The re- 
publicans, however, have several inter- 
ral troubles to adjust before the session 
fcrmally begins, and an effort will be 
made to adjust their differences in caucus 
Saturday. As the democrats can do noth- 
ing more than put up a ticket which will 
be knocked down, they will hold their 
caucus in the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives Saturday morning at 11 o'clock. 
It was their intention to hold their meet- 
ing Saturday afternoon, but General 
Henderson informed Mr. Richardson that 
the republicans would probably wish ‘to 
use the hall Saturday afternoon and even- 
ing. 

Lively Republican Wrangle. 

The indications are that there will %e 
scme lively debate in the republican cau- 
cus over the line of policy to be mapped 
out for the coming session. Representa- 
tive Babcock has arrived and is prepared 
to force the fighting on his bill, which he 
declares will receive the support of many 
prominent republicans who will refuse to 
be bound and gagred ty a party caucus. 
He called upon the president today and 
indicated his intention to press his anti- 
trust measure in the house for consider- 
etion regardless of the caucus action. 

The democratic minority, under the 
leadership of Mr. Richardson, stands 
ready lend aid and comfort to any 
scheme cateulated to promote discord in 
the republican ranks. Mr. Richardson 
seys the democrats are prepared to sup- 
pert Mr. Babcock’s bill, or any other 
measure which proposes to reduce the 
burdens of taxation and put a check upon 
trusts and combinations of capital. 

It is understocd ihe democratic minor- 
ity in both the house and senate proposes 
to organize what is commonly known as 
a “steering commitee,’’ with a view of 
improving party discipline and cementing 
the forces of the minority for or agains* 
such measures as may involve questions 
of party policy. The republican ‘‘steering 
committee” works effectively, and al- 
though the democrats are not in a posi- 
tion to dictate or contro! legislation dur- 
ing the coming congress, they expect, by 
presenting a united front on all party 
questions, to be ready to take advantage 
of a bolt or disgensions in the ranks of 
the majority. 

Trouble for ‘““Hog Combine.” 

As a preliminary to the opening of the 
new congress, a scandal of the last house 
of representatives is to be discussed to- 
morrow. During the closing hours of the 
last cengress serious charges were 
brought against the republican managers 
ir the house, familiarly known as the 
‘hog combine,” alleging that in the dis- 
tribution of minor offices connected with 
the house persons were carried on the 
pay rolls and received compensation with- 
cut being required to perform any duty 
other than to sign the pay rolls and 
pocket the money. There were other incl- 
dents in which it was shown that A was 
carried on the pay roll while B performed 
the actual labor, the money being divided 
between A and B, with the full knowledge 
and sanction of certain interested mem. 
bers of the house. A special committee 
was appointed to investigate the charges 
and after the committee had proceeded 
far enough to discover some very dam- 
aging evidence against certain persons, 
the session ended and the committee ad- 
jcurned to resume its work tomorrow. 
Some of the disclosures made before the 
ccmmittee last winter were far from 
creditable to the members of the “hog 
combine,” and they would have been giad 
to know that the investigation expired 
with the last congress. The subject is, 
however, still alive, and it will be fully 
ventilated and the findings reported to the 
new congress. 

Georgians on Committees. 

Representative Maddox has arrived here 
for the coming session of congress. He is 
a member of the spectal committee ap- 
pointed at the close of the last session to 
investigate the alleged crooked distribu- 
tion of patronage in the house of repre- 
sentatives by what is known as the “hog 
combine,’ composed of the republican 
faction which dominates the house. 

Accompanied by Representative Rich- 
ardson, of Tennessee, Judge Maddox call- 
ed on Speaker Henderson today, and had 
a talk with the prospective speaker rela- 
tive to committee assignments for the 
members of the democratic minority. it 
is generally believed that all the Georgia 
delegation will retain their membership 
on the committees to which they were as- 
signed last session: Lester, rivers and 
harbors; Livingston, appropriations; Mad- 
dox, insular affairs; Tate, naval affairs; 
Adamson, interstate and foreigh com- 
merce; Bartlett, committee on elections; 
Howard, foreign affairs; Lewis, banking 
and currency; Fleming, judiciary; Griggs, 
postoffice and post roads; Brantley, pub- 
lic buildings and grounds. There is prob- 
ably no other delegation better provided 
for than the Georgia members so far as 
committee assignments are concerned, 
which will enable them to render service 
for their constituencies.

Daring Deed is Performed by 
second Lieutenant Van 
Schaick in Philippines 


A LONE OFFICER CHARGED 
COMPANY OF INSURGENTS 


Shot Three Dead and When Un- 
horsed Continued the Fight 
Until Troopers Came to His 
Rescue—He Was Badly 
Wounded. 


Manila, November 2%.—Second Lieutenant: 
Louis J. Van Schaick, of the Fourth in- 
fantry; while scouting with a few men of 
that regiment, met 150 insurgents, who 
had attacked and sacked the hamlet of 
Slaraca, near Cavite. Upon seeing the 
Filipinos Van Schaick ordered his men to 
charge them. 

The command was obeyed. and Van 
Schaick, being mounted, reached the in- 
surgents 60 vards in advance of his men. 
He- killed three of them with his re- 
volver.. An insurgent fired his rifle point 
blank at Van Schaick at four paces, but 
missed. Lieutenant Van Schaick was then 
knocked from his horse. He jumped to 
his feet and engaged In a hand to-hand 
conflict with the enemy, using the butt 
of his revolver. He sustained two severe 
wounds, one of which nearly severed his 
wrist. At this point the lieutenant’s men 
arrived, rescued him and put the insur- 
gents to flight. Van Schaick is in the 
military hospital at Manila and is doing 
well. 

He has already been recommended for a 
medal cf honor for bravery in a previous 
engagement. 

General Hughes, commander of the de- 
partment of the Viscayas, reports that 
negotiations are about ampleted for 
the surrender of the insurgent leader, 
Samson, on Bohol island. ‘This surren- 
der will doubtless end the revolt against 
the American authorities in Bohol, as 
Samson is acknowledged to be the test 
insurgent leader there. 


BRADLET IS WOUNDED TWICE. 


Bullets Meant for Him Also Hit Two 
Others. 

Madisonville, Ky., November 25.—During 
a quarrel] at noon today William Bradley, 
a brother of Representative-elect Brad- 
ley, was shot by J. W. Hancock, receiv- 
ing two wounds. 

The shooting was in front of the Wil- 
kins block, and Lonnie Tucker, aged 7 
years, and Frank Merriweather, a color- 
ed boy, were hit by stray shots, but not 
seriously wounded. 

It is said that Hancock pulled his revol- 
ver first, but that Bradley got the drop 
on him. They then separated. Hancock 
went into an adjoining hardware store 
and shot Bradley as he passed. Bradley 
has a bad scalp wound and his forefinger 
is almost severed. 

Hancock assisted last week in serving 
the papers on the strikers’ at the Norton- 
ville camp. He insists that Bradley was 
pursuing him into the hardware store, 
Hancock has been arrested. 

The men are said to have quarreled 
weeks ago over politics and been very bit- 
ter toward each other ever since. 


MRS. DALE’S LOVER IS FREE. 


But She Is Still Held on Charge of 
Murder. 

New York, November 25.—Etbert Waller, 
who was arrested on a charge of sustain- 
ing improper relations with Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Howe Dale, was tonight discharged 
from custody by Recorder Stanton, of 
Hoboken. The discharge was obtained 
under a ruling of the New Jersey supreme 
court. which holds that in such relatioris 
as were alleged against Waller there must 
be something of a public nature to offend 
the morals of the state and that in Wal- 
ler’s case this had not been shown. 

The Hoboken police have received no 
report as yet from the chemist who took 
away the intestine of the Dale child, nor 
do they expect it for a week. Coroner 
‘Parsiow, after a cdhference with the po- 
lice today announced that the inquest 
would not begin until a week from Thurs- 
day at the earliest.

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As forecasted in The Constitution of 
yesterday morning, Judge George Hill- 
yer was elected permanent chairman of 
the committee to revise the city charter.

Two executive sessions of this subcom- 
mittee were held, but no business of im- 
portance transacted. Among its other du- 
ties will be the selection of a permanent 
secretary for the general committee. This 
will be a salaried position and will require 
practically all of the incumbent's time. 
He will doubtless have an office in the 
chamber of commerce, where he will be 
accessible at all times to the members. 

The subcommittee, after a session of an 
hour and a half yesterday afternoon, ad- 
journed to meet again Wednesday prior 
to the second meeting of the general com- 
mittee, which will take place at 3 o'clock. 
At that time it will have prepared the 
headings of the various subcommittees 
that are to take up the several lines of 
work. It will also announce the election 
of a secretary. 

There are twenty-two branches of the 
city government, all of which will come 
up for consideration in the revision of the 
eharter. It is probable that these will 
be grouped under ten general headings. 

Meeting Was Enthusiastic. 

Never did so large a committee, hav- 
ing before it a work of such magnitude, 
get down to business more quickly. There 
was no delay and each member entered in 
the work with a businesslike spirit. All 
displayed enthusiasm, and in less than 
an hour the meeting had adjourned. : 

Promptly at 10 o'clock a majority of 
the members of the general committee 
were in the council chamber. Only six 
members were absent, and one of these 
—Lamar Collier—stated in a written com- 
munication. that he could not serve, owing 
to stress of business. Mayor Mims will 
appoint his successor some time today.

After a few preliminary remarks 
from the mayor the work of organization 
was taken up

Knapps’ roller boat today demonstrated 
its ability to roll. In a blinding snow 
storm, with a stiff north wind, it rolled 
from Prescott across the St. Lawrence 
river to Ogdensburg; but missed the 
channel to the upper harbor and rolled 
into the soft mud:on a baf abreast of 
the city and settled hard, surromnded by 
snow and ice. Efforts to tow. the boat bv 
long hawsers into the deep water were 
unsuccessful and she may not be released 
until spring. The inventor and stock- 
holders, who were on board, were taken 
off in small boats. The inventor claims 
success. 

The boat is 110 feet long and 22 feet 
in diameter. An engine is suspended in 
a car in the center. The motive power 
is applied in the form of a climbing en- 
gine. Mr. Knapp says he will now build 
an ocean roller boat 800 feet long and 200 
feet in diameter with a capacity of 4,000, - 
000 bushels of wheat and a speed of 12 
knots an hour.

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UNCLE SAM IS DOING

Annual Report'of Secretary of Agriculture Wilson 


in “Which Many Matters Affecting the 
_ Farmers Are Discussed. 


Washington, November 2.—The fifth 
annual report of the secretary of agricul- 
ture, Hon. James, Wilson, is considerably 
larger than in former years, reflecting 
thereby the great growth and develop- 
ment which has attended this department 
during his administration. 

He announces an important extension 
for the forecast field of the weather bu- 
reau, Which now includes reports from 
certain points in the British isles and on 
the continent of Europe, from the Azores, 
Nassau, Bermuda and Turks island. The 
Atiantic forecasts based upon these re- 
ports now form part of the regular night 
forecasts issued in Washington. Three 
new forecast districts have been estab- 
lished—in Boston, New Orleans and Den- 
mark. An extension of the forecast to 
farmers through the rural free delivery 
is contemplated. Substantial improve- 
ments are reported in the department’s 
system of wireless telegraphy, of which 
the secretary states in conclusion: 

“While there is much experimental work 
xet to be done before the present rr-7- 
tem is reliable for intership communica- 
tion or before any two systems can work 
within the same field without each ren- 
dering the other useless, such progress 
has been made by the government exper- 
imenters that,with no interference by pri- 
vate system, stations can be successfully 
operated over at least 150 miles of coast 
line, and they are now in operation on 
the North Carolina and Virginia coasts, 
and soon will be instituted between the 
Farallone islands and the mainland and 
Tatoosh island and the mainland, on the 
Pacifis coast.’’ 

Animal Industry. 

A large portion of the report covers 
the subject of animal industry. The 
grand total of animals and animal prod- 
ucts exported during the year exceeded 
250,000,000 in value. The secretary suggests 
that with the enormous interests our 
stock raisers have at stake, and inspec- 
tion or quarantine affording after all, a 
relative, not an absolute guarantee of pro- 
tection, it might be well for this country 
to follow the example of Great Britain 
and exclude live stock from other coun- 
tries entirely. The meat inspection service 
involved the inspection at time of slaugh- 
ter of nearly 87,000,000 animals. 
Investigations in plant physiology and 
pathelogy have been lately devoted to the 
study of cotton diseases, diseases of or- 
chard fruits, and of forests trees and con- 
struction timber. An interesting discov- 
ery to cotton growers is reported of a 
cowpea resistant to the fungus that de- 
stroys the cotton roots. The cowpea be- 
ing used in rotation with cotton, the se- 
curing of a resistant cowpea will be of 
the greatest possible value in cotton grow- 
ers. Remarkable success is reported in 
experiments in plant breeding to secure 
samples of cotton resistant to wilt and 
other diseases. Numerous valuable hy- 
brids have also been developed. One from 
an American upland cotton and an Egyp- 
tian variety promises to be greatly supe- 
rior to either parent. The department 
has been for several years trying to se- 
cure by breeding a race of oranges resist- 
ant to frost. A cross of hardy Japanese 
with the Florida sweet orange has result- 
ed in the hardiest é€vergreen orange 
known, and there is profmmise of ultimate- 
ly securifig a fruit both hardy and of good 
quality. Considerable success has also 
been attained in breeding raison grapes 
resistant to the disease known as ‘cou- 
lure.’’ 


The pomological have 


investigations 


} been. especialy directed to the entension 


of our fruit markets abroad and to the 
encouragement of the domestic produc- 
tion of fruit hitherto largely imported. 
Progress is reported in preparing ths 
Arlington farm to serve in conducting 
experiments, as an adjunct to the depart- 
ment. The secretary cordially commends 
the experimental work now carrie® en at 
Summerville, S. C., under the direct su- 
pervision of Dr. C. U. Shepherd. About 
4,500 pounds of high grade tea, which 
found a ready market, were produced 
here during the year. 

Great activity has characterized the in- 
troduction of valuable seeds and plants 
from abroad, with most satisfactory re- 
sults. The development of the rice indus- 
try in Louisiana and Texas since the in- 
troduction by the department of the Japa- 
nese rice, during the past three years, has 
been remarkable. At the same time our 
imports of this product haVe decreased 
from 164,000,000 to 73,000,000 pounds. 
Progress is reported in the introduction 
of Egyptian cotton. 4 

Forest {nvestigations include the study 
of commercial trees, and economic tree 
planting, of forest fires, grazing, lumber- 
ing, forest productions and other .impor- 
tant lines. The region containjng the pro- 
posed Appalachian forest reserve Was ex- 
amined in cooperation with the United 
States geological survey and. nearly 10,- 
000,000 acres were mapped, lands classified 
and the forest carefully studied. The sec- 
retary regards the creation of the pro- 
posed forest reserve as urgent in order to 
protect the head watérs of important 
streams, to maintain the already greatly 


impaired supply of timber and to provide 
a national recreation ground. 

The work qf the stations is becoming 
better understood by the farmers; and a 
broader, deeper foundation of scientific 
inquiry is being laid each year. Coopera- 
tion between this department and the 
stations continues to Increase, and the 
value of these cooperative methods to the 
agricultural interest are very generally 
acknowledged. As a result of the practi- 
cal confidence so attained, congress and 
the state legislatures have shown a dis- 
position to be liberal with this depart- 
ment and with the stations. The move- 
ment for the separation of the office of 
director of the stations from that of pres- 
ident of the college has advanced, and 
at present there are but eleven states and 
territories in which the college president 
exercises the functions of director of the 
station. At the same time, amount of 
teaehing required of station officers has 
been materially reduced. 

He reviews very fully the great devel 
cpment in the work of farmers’ insti- 
tutes. In 1899 over 2,000 farmers’ insti 
tutes were held in this country, attended 
by over half a million farmers. These 
were held in forty-three states and ter- 
ritories. The secretary thinks that there 
is room for much useful work by his de- 
rartment in aid of this and other move- 
r-ents for the education of our farmers 
in the tmprovement of our agriculture. 
He has therefore asked for a special ap- 
propriation of $5,000 to enable the office of 
experiment stations to enlarge its work 
with a view to giving definite aid end 
e* couragement to farmers’ institutes in 
the different states. 

Attention is directed to the growth of 
irrigation in the humid regions, and tie 
remarkable fact is stated that in Louis- 
jana more money has been expended on 
pumping plants in the past two years 
than in any arid state. By irrigation, 
rice growing in Louisiana and Texas has 
raised the nrice of Jand originally worth 
$» to $10 per acre to $50 and even $100 per 
acre, 

Referring to the grazing lands, he says 
probably 490,000,000 acres of the public Cc- 
n.ain has no agricult iral value except for 
pasturage. It is at present an open com- 
mon, with no laws for its protection or 
dispesal. He refers to the frequent con- 
flicts of the farmers under irrigation with 
the range stockmen, and recommends, 2s 
a remedial and beneficial measure, the 
leasing of the grazing land in such a way 
as not to interfere with the homesteader. 

In establishing an office of public road 
inquiries, the object was to promote the 
improvement of public roads throughout 
tre country. Efforts were first directed 
to ascertain the condition of- the roads, 
the state of public opinion in regard to 
their improvement, the obstacles in the 
way, and the best methods to be employed 
in securing better roacs—such has been 
the work of this office up to the present. 
For spreading information and awaken- 
ing interest, nothing has heen found so 
effectual as the “‘object lessor” or semple 
roads which, during the past year, have 
Leen built in nine states under the advice 
and supervision of the office. In buildirg 
these sample reads, machines have been 
lonned by manufacturers and carried free 
by the railroad companies, while the lo- 
cal communfty furnishes material and la- 
bor. During the year, for the better car- 
rying out of the werk of the oflice, the 
United States was divided into four di- 
visions, the eastern, middle, western and 
southern, each under a special agent. 

The highest record previously attained 
in the expert of agricultural products—in 
1898—was surpassed by over $90,000,000 in 
the fiscal year ot 1981, when a value of 
over $950,000,000 was reached. Of the mer- 
chandise sent abroad during the year, 63 
per cent originated cn the farm. Of for- 
eign customers for our agricultural prod- 
ucts, the United Kingdom stands first, 
taking over 56 per cent. The next most 
important markets <¢re afforded by Ger- 
many, France, the Netherlands and Bel- 
gium in the order named. The section 
of foreign markets has begun the prepa- 
ration of a most comprehensive report on 
the character of our agricultural impor- 
tations received by the United Kingdom 
from countries other than the United 
States. The importance of this report is 
evidenced by the fact that, large as were 
cur exports to the United Kingdom, they 
comprised only one-third of tne foreign 
farm produce purchased by that country. 
Special statistics have been compiled by 
the section of foreign marxets relative to 
cur trade in farm products with our new 
insuiar possessions. Our agricultural ex- 
ports to Cuba, Porto Rico and the Phil- 
ippines during the year comprised about 
&3 per cent of the domestic merchandise 
sent to these islands. Uur imports of ag- 
ricultural products from these islands ex- 
ceeded our exports by just $30,000,000. 

Congress appropriated $3,303,500 for the 
United States department of agricultuce 
tor the fiscal year ended June 30, 1901, be- 
ing an increase of $658,920 over tl.e appro- 
priation for the preceding year. When ali 
accounts shall Nave been finally settled 
the payments will amount to about $3,- 
22° 000. 

The regular appropriation of $15,000 for 
each of the forty-eight agricultural ex- 
periment stations in the several states 
was also made.

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WRECKAGE LEFT. 
BY CREAT STORM 


Damage Along the Coast Es 
maled at About $1,000,000. 


Hundreds of Small Oraft Driven 
Ashore and Wharves and Piers 
Damaged—Five Men Were 
' Drowned at Long 

Branch. 


New York, November 2%.~—The great 
storm which came speeding up from the 
south on Saturday night has spent its 
force in this zone of the Atlantic coast 
and the waters driven upon lowland and 
beach are subsiding. A more careful 
survey of the storm-swept coast indi- 
cates that the aggregate damage will 
exceed the general estimates of yester- 
day. Hundreds of small crafts were 
wrecked or badly damaged, wharves and 
piers at every exposed point were bat- 
tered down, many. seaside resorts -were 
unroofed, lowlands were: flooded, dity. cél- 
lars were filled and hundredg of town 
houses were damaged. 

Estimates of the aggregate damage run 
slightly below and considerably above 
$1,000,000. Down at Monmouth Beach, 
where the big German ship Flottbek drove 
ashore, and where there was a thrilling 
rescue of her crew by life-savers, an 
angry sea was still beating upon the 
beach today. Wreckers have been eén- 
gaged, but until the sea calms nothing 
can be done toward saving the ship and 
her cargo. The big craft firmly embed- 
ded in the sand was still intact and Cap- 
tain Zingler, her master, who watched 
her from the life-saving station, was sure 
that both vessel and cargo would be 
saved. 

Storm-bound shipping. was released ear- 
ly today, but seacoast railway and trol- 
ley service will limp until washouts are 
filled in. Linemen ‘were busy restoring 
prostrated telegraph and telephone wires 
today, but it will be a couple of days 
before the services are completey re- 
stored. 

Five Men Were Drowned. 

Philadelphia, November %,—Advices re- 
ceived in this city this morning by the 
maritime exchange state that five men 
were drowned yesterday at Long Branch 
during the height of the northeast storm 
which swept the Atlantic coast Saturday 
night and Sunday. The men are sup- 
posed to have been members of the 
crews/ofr the barges. Wilmore and Grant, 
which were lost by the tug Eureka. 

Further advices to the maritime ex- 
change state that Scully & Co.’s tug 
Navigator reports that the barges H. A. 
Hawgood, for Providence, and Mercedita, 
for New London, foundered at sea. The 
crews were saved. The barge Davis, for 
Fall River, which the tug also had in 
tow, stranded at Squan Beach, near 
Long Branch.: All of the barges were 
bound from Philadelphia. 

Cut Off by the Storm. 

Vineyard Haven, Mass., November 25.— 
Cut off from, cammuniecation with the 
mainland by cable for twenty-four hours, 
the people of Marthas Vineyard experi- 
enced during Saturday night and Sundcay 
the heaviest northeast gale since No- 
vember, 1898. Both on shore and in the 
harbor considerable damage was done. 
The main damage on shore was the de- 
struction of the new car shed which had 
been completed for the Marthas Vine- 
yard Electric Car Company at the head 
of the harbor, and which was blown 
down. Telephone and telegraph wires 
and poles were prostrated all over the 
island. The damage to shipping includes 
that suffered by the schooner Viola, from 
Port Johnson, for St. John, with coal, 
which parted one chain and dragged into 
shoal water, where she pounded heavily 
and filled.

COMBINE 
OF THE CERMANS 


They Deny That World's Sugar 


Production is Endangered, — 


Imperial Official Asserts That For- 
eigners Get Cheap Sugar at 
the Expense of the German 
Consumer—Explana- 
tion Is Made. 


New York, November 25.—Discussing the 
recently published cables from London re- 
garding the German kartell, Privy Coun- 
cillor Goldberger, member of the imperi- 
al German consultative board for com- 
mercial measures, said today: 

“In the first place the organization of 
the German sugar refiners is not a trust, 
but simply an agreement among them- 
selves for the purpose of controling the 
amount of home production and regulat- 
ing prices. The members of the kartell 
do rot lose their financial independencs 
as manufacturers. The sugar kartell 
in Germany is not a secret organization, 
its existence being a matter of public 
record at home and abroad. It has been 
in existence for a number of years, and 
has been the subject of frequent discus- 
sion in chambers of commerce reports 
and newspapers. 

‘‘Murthermore, it should be stated that 
not all the sugar manufacturers belong to 
the kartell. True, the kartell is main- 
taining prices at home, but this only af- 
fects the German consumer, the foreign- 
ers have no cause for complaint if they 
have cheap sugar at the expense of the 
German consumer. 

“The figures in the London report are 
incorrect to a great extent. Germany 
uses herself about one-half of her own 
production. Home consumption has in- 
creased continuously during the last few 
years, while the total exports have de- 
creased, amounting to 1,141,097 tons in 1897, 
as compared with 1,009,466 tons in 1900. 
For the first nine months of the cur- 
rent year the total exports increased, but 
there has been a decrease in exports to 
the United States amounting to about 
$8,000,000 for the first nine months of the 
year, as against $12,000,000 for the corre- 
sponding period of the past year. 

“The impending sugar conference in 
Brussels cannot destroy the kartell. The 
only thing it may accomplish is to abol- 
ish the export bounty, in which it did not 
succeed at the international conference 
of 1898. Belgium and Germany were in 
favor of the removal of bounties, as was 
also Austria, with certain reservations. 
France, and in a certain sense, Russia. 
expressed themselves as favorable to a 
reduction of export bounties as well as to 
abolishing the open premiums. But 
France in particular declined to give up 
her secret bounties under any cond4i- 
tions or to look with favor on any change 
of her existing laws. England was on 
the fence. 

“In conclusion, I would say that the 
German sugar kartell neither endangers 
the world’s production of sugar nor that 
of Cuba and the West Indies. To speak 
of the ‘German danger’ in this case would 
appear as an exaggeration.’’ 

As Viewed at Washington. 

Washington, November 25.—The indus- 
trial commission today published a spe- 
clal report explanatory of what is styled 
the ‘‘kartell,”” or German beet sugar 
trust. 

The Kartell, it is stated, guarantees pro- 
ducers of raw sugar a certain minimim 
price, any difference between this price 
and an actually lower price in the world’s 
markets being made up by the refiners. 
In return the raw sugar producers agree 
not to produce any refined sugar for in- 
land consumption and to sell only to fac- 
tories in the combination. , 


BURNED A WOMAN TO DEATH. 


Boland Applied Lighted Lamp to 
Miss VonBroth’s Face. 
Chicago, November 25.—Anne VonBroth, 
of 74 South Sangamon street, died at the 
county hospital last night from burns 
said to have been inflicted by Andrew Bo- 
land, who lived in the same house with 
her. According to the ante-mortem state- 
ment made to the police by Miss Von- 
Broth, the couple had been quarreling. 
She declared Boland became so angry 
that he removed the globe and the chim- 
ney from the lamp in the house and then 
attempted to burn her face with the 
flames. She cried out for help and strug- 
gled to save herself. Her dress caught 
fire and in an instant she was a mass of 
flames. Alarmed at the result of his ac-

MURDER MYSTERY SOLVED. 


Man Confesses Crime Committed 
Many Years Ago. 


Jackson, Miss., November 25.—(Special.) 
After being enshrouded in mystery for 
a period of thirty-one years, the facts 
of a celebrated murder committed in 
Amite county have at last been bimught 
to light. 

A few days ago an aged white man 
named Winans Campbell died near Jack- 
son, La., and on his deathbed confessed 
that he, with three other persons named 
Powers. Balleau and Mitchell, all prom- 
Inent citizens at that time of Amite 
County, assassinated an aged farmer 
Ramed Welbon and robbed him of $3,000. 

The murder created great excitement 
throughout that section of the state, and, 
Strange to say, not the slightest suspi- 


ties. Two young men named McCoy 
Were tried and acquitted of the crime. 
Years after the killing Campbell, who 
makes this confession, killed Mitchell 
in a roadside fight. Balleau was also 
lied a few years later. Power, the last 
member ot the gang, died a few- years 


ago. 

Although it has been nearly a third 
of a century since the crime was com- 
mitted, the discovery of the redml facts 
has excited a great deal of interest in 
Amite county.

COMMON LAW WEDDINGS 60 


Held Legal by the United States 
Court of Appeals. 


ROSE PRYOR’S SAD CASE 


She Thought Common Law Mar- 
riages Invalid and Eloped with 
Wealthy Samuel Davis. 


St. Louis, November 25.—The United 
States court of appeals, in reversing the 
decisions of the United States district 
court of the Indian Territory and the In- 
dian Territory court of appeals, which 
were in favor of Rose Pryor, who sued 
Samuel T. Davis, a wealthy merchant of 
the Cherokee nation, for alleged breach 
of promise, decided today that common 
law marriages are legal. Miss Pryor, 
who is also a resident of the Cherokee 
nation, was a member of Davis’ house- 
hold. As mistress of the household was a 
young woman known to Miss Pryor as 
Mrs. Davis. According to Davis, this 
woman was his wife, with whom he had 
lived for upward of twenty years. When 
Rose Pryor was 61 years of age, Davis 
was alleged to have eloped with her, but 
for some reason refused to marry her. 


|} Miss Pryor considered her affections had 


been injured to the extent of $9,500 and 
filed suit for this amount and won in 
both the lower courts. She alleged that 
Davis told her that he was not legally 
married to Mrs. Davis and there was no 
legal objection to his making her his 
wife. Davis contended that he was al- 
ready married, hence he could not have 
rade a valid contract to become Miss 
Pryor’s husband. In delivering the opin- 
ion of the appellate court, Judge Adams 
said: 

‘Marriage is a civil contract and may 
be made by any persons of different sexes 
competent to make such contract. While 
commonly entered into with some ceére- 
mony, either civil or religious, it may 
be consummated without any ceremony. 
If a man and woman, in good faith, agree 
to become husband and wife, and this 
agreement is followed by a consistent an.l 
notorious cohabitation, the relation of 
husband and wife is lawfully established.” 

It is held by the court that Rose Pryor 
kenw of Davis’ relations to Mrs. Davis 
and should not or could. not have there- 
fore been deceived when he _ proposed 
to marry her.

At a conference held at 1 o’clock this 
morning on board the British cruiser 
Tribune, at which General De Larosa, 
secretary of General Diaz, and the com- 
manders of the foreign war ships were 
present, the general, agreed, at the re- 
quest of the naval commanders, and on 
the ground of humanity, having in view 
the large foreign population of Colon, not 
to land troops here or open fire on the 
town before 6 o’clock Friday evening. 

The Colombian gunboat, General Pin- 
zon, is badly off for provisions and the 
commanders of all the war ships agreed 
to supply her with the necessary stores. 
The gunboat has not yet returned to Co- 
lon, and her whereabouts is unknown. 

Yesterday morning at 10 o’clock, the 
schooner Clapet and a railroad barge re- 
turned to Panama, bringing 350 men from 
Chorrera, being the remainder of General 
Alban’s expedition. 

Great crowds gathered at the wharf to 
witness the landing of the soldiers. They 
were received with bands of music, but 
the music sounded mournful and the airs 
sounded more like a funeral march than 
the joyful steaifis of welcome to a victo- 
rious army. General Alban 
usual calm self. 


Insurgents Are Driven. 

At 3:30 yesterday afternoon at the head 
of several hundred men General Alban 
left Panama by train for Empire station, 
where the liberals were reported to be in 
fairly strong numbers. His purpose was 
to surprise and rout them. The train 
bearing these troops was held up just be- 
fore it arrived at Culebra station, owing 
to the,liberals opening fire on Alban’s 
advance guard. Alban disembarked his 
men from the train, which returned to 
Panama. 

The fighting at Culebra lasted from 4:40 
until 9 p. m. The Revs. Loveridge and 
Jacobs, Baptist and Wesleyan ministers 
respectively, narrowly escaped being 
shot. Their house in Culebra was riddled 
with bullets. The government troops ad- 
vanced and the fighting was stubborn ali 
along the railroad line until Empire sta- 
tion, a mile and a half distant, was 
reached. The liberals retreated slowly, 
Alban’'s men following them until the lat- 
ter eventually reached Mataching station. 
Here General Alban met and conferred 
with General Perry, of the Iowa, who 
Was returning from Colon on an armored 
train. It is understood that Captain Per- 
ry will not allow the railroad to trans- 
port troops, consequently General Alban 
and his men were forced to push ahead 
on foot. It is said here that they thus 
reached San Pablo, where the liberals are 
in force and that fighting is taking place 
there. The liberals are under the com- 
mand of General Lugo. 

Between the stations of Culebra and 
Empire over 150 killed and wounded men 
could be seen.

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BULLET STOPS 
MURDEROUS MAN 


But Not Before He Shot His 
Wife's Parents, 


Drunk on Hard Cider, Wilkin Chases 
Wife and Son, Shoots Father 
in Law and Wife and Is 
Finally Killed by 
Brother in Law. 


Marietta, Ohio, November 2.—A dual 
murder under most distressing circum- 
stances took place‘at Hackney, near here, 
yesterday. Robert Wilkin, a prosperous 
farmer, lived with his wife and child. 
All day Sunday Wilkin remained around 
home and much of the time was put in 
drinking hard cider. 

In the evening his little son came into 
the house and was seized by the drunken 
man, who beat him terribly with a board. 
The wife proteste#l at such treatment 
and Wilkin threatened to kill her if she 
did not keep quiet. With a rush the 
mother caught her little one in her arms 
and started for the home of her father, 
Jacob Stokes, who lived but a short dis- 
tance down the road. 

Wilkin followed the fleeing woman 
with a gun, shootingzg after her as she 
ran. Mr. and Mrs. Stokes heard the 
noise and came out to he front porch 
and Wilkin shot Mr. Stokes in the head. 
Mrs. Stokes was shot in the face and her 
nose and ears were shot off. Stokes man- 
aged to stagger through the door, close 
and lock it. Wilkin then shot the lock 
off and rushed into the house screaming 
like a wild man. 

He was met by an 18-year-old son of 
Stokes and aimed his gun at the lad with 
murderous intent. Young Stokes secured 
a gun from another room and fired the 
charge into Winkin’s head, killing him in- 
stantly. 

When the man lay dead on the floor 
young Stokes came to town and told of 
the tragedy, offering to give himself up. 
Rescuers went to the house and the in- 
jured were cared for. Young Stokes is 
being applauded for his act and has not 
been arrested.| The elder Mr. Stokes will 
die before morning and Mrs. Stokes is 
dangerously ill from the result of the 
shock. The Stokes family is prominent 
and wealthy.

CAPTAIN TILLEY IS ON TRIAL. 


Commandant Is Charged with Mis- 
conduct in Samoa. 

Tutuila, November 12, via San Francisco 
November 25.—(Correspondence of the 
Associated Press.)—On the morning of 
November 5 the Unfted States steamship 
Wisconsin arrived in the harbor. It was 
announced that Admiral Silas Casey had 
been ordered to Pago-Pago to convene a 
courtmartial on Captain B. F. Tilley, the 
commandant of the station. The news 
was received with great surprise by the 
Samoan people. On November 6 the 
Sonoma arrived with Captain Tilley and 
Mrs. Tilley on board. Upon landing at 
the custom house there was a large 
crowd to meet the captain, who was 
loudly cheered by whites and natives. 
Captain Tilley at once resumed his office 
as commandant. 

‘The Solace arrived on November 7 wita 
Admiral Evans and the officers of the 
courtmartial. On the same day Captain 
Tilley was formally served with a copy 
of the charges and specifications, and 
was ordered to deliver up his sword. 

The trial of Captain Tilley began on 
Saturday, November 9. The most im- 
portant witness was Dr. Blackwell. He 
testified that he once saw Captain Tilley 
lying down outside his cabin door under- 
going a Samoan massage treatment. This 
treatment is very common here with 
whites, as well as native chiefs. The 
prosecution closed its case on Monday, 
November 11, rather earlier than was ex- 
pected. The trial is expected to close to- 
morrow. It appears that Admiral Casey, 
after due investigation, dropped _ the 
charges of maladministration against 
Captain Tilley. 


ICE MEN KICKED AT SCALES. 


Aldermen Ordered Weighing Appa- 
ratus To Accompany Wagons. 

Raleigh, N. C., November 25.—(Special.) 
Under the most peculiar circumstances 
the state today ehartered the Indepenéd- 
ent Ice Company, of Wilmington. The 
company is capitalized at $100,000. 

The new concern is made up almost 
entirely of aldermen, and on this fact 
hinges numeroug others of interest. The 
formation of the new company is the re- 
sult of an odd contest. 

Until a short while ago there were two 
ice companies in ‘the city of Wilmington. 
These, however, effected a consolidation. 

Soon after this**the aldermanic board 
adopted an ordinance requiring all ice 
wagons to carry weighing apparatus to be 
used in the delivery of the frozen stock. 

It is asserted that this action aroused

South Carolina Physician Is Ar- 

rested on This Charge. 

Columbia, S. C., November 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A ripple of excitement was created 
throughout the state on Wednesday when 
it was learned that Dr. James C. Moore, 
a prominent young physician, ‘had been 
arrested in Marlboro county, charged 
with practicing medicine and _ surgery 
without a license, 

Dr. J. L. Napier, chairman of the state 
board of medical examiners, who swore 
out the warrant, went before the grand 
jury and made a formal complaint. The 
following morning Solicitor J. M. John- 
son gave out a formal bill of indict- 
ment. 

Apparently this was a simple case, but 
behind it all there is a story which is of 
intense interest to the entire medical 
fraternity in this state. 

The general assembly of outh Caro- 
lina, at its last session, passed an act a 
part of which reads as follows: 

“Nothing in this section shall apply to 
regular graduates holding diplomas is- 
sued by any college of established repu- 
tation in this state which has a four 
years’ course of instruction and a stand- 
ard of not less than 75 per cent on ex- 
aminations and make satisfactory evi- 
dence of their standing to the state board 
of examiners.”’ 

This is a test case and the ambiguity 
of the wording of the act makes it diffi- 
cult to comprehend. 

The state board has no means of ascer- 
taining the fitness of graduates save by

Mrs, Bonine Hears Grewsome De- 
als Without Being Moved, 


Witnesses Tell of Gurgling Sounds 
from Ayres’ Throat and of Her 
Visits to His Room, but 
She Maintayis Calm 
Demeanor. 


Washington, November 25.—The trial of 
Mrs. Lola Ida Bonine for the murder of 
James Seymour Ayres at the Kenmore 
hotel last May began in real earnest to- 
day. The preliminary details as to the 
finding of the body, the location of the 
furniture, bloodstains, etc.. were all in 
with the conclusion of the testimony of 
J. F. Drew, the capitol policeman, who 
was on the stand when the court ad- 
journed last Friday. Baker, the man who 
saw Mrs, Bonine descend the fire escape; 
Hopkins, who roomed over Ayres and 
raised the first outcey; Miss Woolums, 
who roomed under Ayres, and Miss Law- 
less and Miss Minas, who roomed on 
either side of him, testified today. The 
two latte® were regarded as star wit- 
nesses, but they testified to no facts not 
developed at the inquest. 

Drew testified that there was room 
enough behind he door of Ayres’ room 
for a man to have been there while the 
door was opened to admit another person, 
a contention which the prosecution deny, 
and also that there were empty cart- 
ridges in the slop jar in'‘Ayres’ room 
before the pistol with which the shoot- 
ing was done was emptied by Officer 
Brady after the tragedy. This would 
tend to establish the theory of the de- 
fense that the pistol belonged to Ayres. 

Mrs. Bonine throughout the trial today 
when witnesses described the cries, 
groans and throat gurgling of the man 
remained absolutely unmoved. 

She Visited Rooms of Men. 

J. Frank Drew, the capitol policeman, 
who was on the stand last Friday when 
the court adjourned, resumed his testi- 
mony. He swore that he had _ several! 
times seen the defendant come out of 
Ayres’ room. The last occasion was 
about a week before the tragedy. It was 
at night about 9 o’clock. On cross-ex- 
amination he testified that there was 
space enough behind the door for a 
person to have stood there while the door 
was opened to admit another person, 
also that there were empty cartridge 
shells in the slop jar upon his first visit 
to the room, which was before Officer 
Brady broke the pistol and took the 
shells out. He testified that he had seen 
Mrs. Bonine come out of the rooms of 
others in the hotel, among them those of 
several single men, and her demeanor 
was in no wise different from that when 
he saw her emerge from Ayres’ room. 

Thomas M. Baker, an-employee of the 
fish commission, who resided in the build- 
ing adjoining the Kenmore, was then 
called and testified that on the night of 
the tragedy he was awakened by the re- 
ports of pistol shots. He jumped out of 
the bed, went to the window and heard 
a voice from above inquiring what was 
wrong below. He replied that he had 
heard pistol shots. Then, while standing 
at his window, he saw a figure on the 
fire escape just outside of Ayres’ win- 
dow. The figure .walked the length of 
the fire escape in his direction and then 
descended two flights to the floor of 
the veranda, where it disappeared into a 
window. 

In Her Stocking Feet. 

It was the figure of a small woman, 
clad in dark, tight-fitting clothing. The 
woman wore no hat, and as he did not 
hear the fall of her footsteps, he judged 
she was in her stocking feet. He de- 
scribed the manner of her descent, which 
he said was very déliberate and without 
emotion, He did not know the defendant 
at the time of the tragedy, but saw her 
about 1 o’clock the afternoon of that day. 
She was at that time being questioned 
by Detective Horne. She was smiling, 
and he heard her say she knew nothing 
about the cause of Ayres’ death. 

Robert P. Hopkins, a clerk in the war 
department, heard three loud reports and, 


like a skull lying on the fire escape just 
outside the window of Ayres’ room. 

Emma A. Lawless, who occupied the 
room adjoining that in which the tragedy 
occurred, showed considerable nervous- 
ness as she took the stand. She was 
slightly aroused during the night of the 
tragedy, but was not awakened. She 
formed no idea as to what aroused her 
or what time it was. 

After the recess Miss Mary E. Minas. a 
clerk in the census office, who occupied 
the room next to Ayres, took the stand. 
She testified that she was a friend of 
Ayres.

‘nust have fainted. After some time I 
went to the window and looked out. All 
was as still as death. I walked the floor, 
suffering interse agony. I made up my 
mind that I would wait until daylight 
and then look out in the hall. When it 
got light I opened the door and looked 
veut, but there was nothing outside to oc- 
casion the ditturbance I haa heard. I[ 
concluded that it had all beer a night- 
mare.”’ |

Jackson, Miss., Na@vember 25.—Real es- 
tate prices in south Mississippi are soar- 
ing skyward, and the piney woods sec- 
tion is enjoying a boom unprecedented in 
its era of development which was ac- 
tively commenced less than three years 
ago. The entire southern belt seems to 
have suddenly taken a new awakening, 
and industries of a hundred kinds are 
springing up on all sides, while cities 
and towns are growing with a speed un- 
equaled since the famous boom days in 
Kansas.

Next 
year the sugar acreage will Be doubled 
and this promises to become one of the 
most profitable crops. 

Basing an estimate on the present rate 
of development, it is believed that the 
next land assessment of the twenty-four 
counties lying south of the A. and V. 
road will show an increase of fully $12,-

OF GEORGIA IN SESSION 


HE Georgia Woman’s Suffrage As- 
sociation, in annual convention, held 


| its three first sessions yesterday, the 
firsttwo holding in ° the Universalist 
church, on West Harris street. Mrs. Mary 
L. W®Lendon presided, and the distin- 
guished guest of the convention was Mrs. 
Carrie Chapman Catt, president of the 
National Woman's Association. 

The morning. session began at 10:30 
|o’@ock, was opened with appropriate 
devotional exercises, after which Mrs. J. 
Jefferson Thomas delivered an address of 
welcome. he spoke with warmth and 
cordiality that made the delegates from 
the different parts of the state feel at 
home; and in the course of her remaks 
gave some very good reasons why she 
was a suffragist. 

The roll of membership was called, and 
the secretary read the minutes of the 
last interesting convention. Reports were 
read by the executive committee and 
recommendations were acted upon. 

Important committees were appointed 
wi™ the following chairmen: Credentials, 
Mrs. Alice Daniel; courtesies, Mrs. J. 
Jefferson Thomas; resolutions, Mrs. 8, A. 
Graham; -finance, Mrs. P. H. Moore; 
literature and press, Mrs. F. A. Wynn. 

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt was intro- 
duced, and spoke most impressively to 
the assemblage. She gave a brief history 
of the national organization, its princi- 
ples and objects, and then briefly out- 
lined the great work that is- open to the 
Georgia women members of the national 
body. 

A most interesting feature of the 
morning session was the anntal address 
of the presideht of the Georgia division, 
Mrs. Mary L. McLendon. | 

“Women are not office seekers,’ said 
Mrs. McLendon in the course of her ad- 
dress. “‘When we convince the men that 
This is true, a great big stumbling block 
will be removed from our pathway to the 
ballot box. 

“As I view it, t@ere is no reason why 
women, conscious that God has given 
them a generous share of brain power 
afta good health, should not work for the 
beTterment of the race.” 

In reference to the work that she 
thought should be the immediate interest 
of the Georgia women, Mrs. McLendon 
said: 

‘‘We should memorialize the _ legisla- 
ture at this session to amend the law 
which gives the governor the power to 
pay off his political debts with the office 
of state librarian, the only office in the 
state to which a woman is eligible. 

‘“‘T would like to shake hands with the 
man who refused that office when the 
governor offered it to him, and hope ne 
did it because he was convinced that it 
rightfully belongs to a woman. Pity all 
men are not built that way, we would 
have no need for Woman Suffrage Asso- 
ciations then. I belleve if the people 
could vote on the state library question 
a woman would always be librarian. We 
should present our bill to ask that the 
word male be stricken from the constitu- 
tion of Georgia. We should show the 
absolute necessity for a woman president 


of the Georgia Normal and Industrial 
college; that the state university should 
be coeducational; that women physicians 
should be on the staff of physicians at the 
State lunatics asyjumm; that the age of 
consent should be.raised from ten to 
eighteen years; that there should be po- 
lice matrons in every: city of 10,000 or 
more inhabitants, and that women should 
be on every school board in Georgia. In 
regard to the last, State School Commis- 
sioner Glenn informs me there is no law 
forbidding women serving on school 
boards. 

“Why, then, has this matter been pass- 
ed over all these years? Is it because we 
women are too apathetic? I trust our 
national president, Mrs. C. C. Catt, will 
show us how to get dttt of the wilderness 
of doubt and fears which now bewilder 
and confuse us. 

“After years of effort, the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union, then the 
Suffragists and afterwards the Atlanta 
’ Woman's Club, have seen a salaried po- 
lice matron installed in the police bar- 
racks, and the police acknowledge t§ at 
they do not see how they ever managed 
without one. One commissioner avowed 
that ‘Nothing else would suit the womer 
of Atlanta,’ and this is all the recognition 
we have for years of hard work, 

“It is too true that the women of 
Georgia are a helpless, disfranchised 
class; that our hands are tied, and while 
We are in this sad condition it seems 
wise to fold them as gracefully as we 
may and be very quiet, but that plan will 
not do. We must be in readiness for 
the day of our emancipation, which is 
as surely coming to us as it did years 
ago to our negro slaves. We must work 
and study to be ready for the great 
change, so that the men, white and black, 
cannot say as they do of the negro, “They 
are too ignorant and foolish to have the 
ballot; therefore we will take it from 
them,’ as some propose to rob the negro 
and as the men of Idaho years ago robbed 
the women of that state. 

“But today we have an object lesson of 
what the possession of the unrestricted 
franchise has done for Wyoming, Colo- 
rado, Utah and Idaho, and it should be 
encouragement sufficient for us to press 
forward to secure for ourselves the same 
blessings. As we go into the business of 
this convention, let us address ourselves 
to it with eagerness of spirit, gentleness 
of soul and faith in God that will guide 
in the just and right way to accomplish 
the desire of our hearts, namely, to se- 
cure to women their right to come to 
their highest and best in every avenue 
of power.’’ 

Afternoon Session. 


The afternoon session of the .suffrage 
convention was a brief one, as Mrs, Catt 


accepted an invitation to address the At- 
lanta Woman's Club, the latter organi- 
zation inviting the members of the con- 
vention to attend the meeting. 

The programme of the session included 
an interesting report of the corresponding 
secretary, also reports from the treasur- 
er, Mrs. E, O. Archer; fromthe auditor, 
Mrs. D. M. Allen; from the superintend- 
ents on enrollment, on literature and the 
press, on industrial problems and oppor- 
tunities for work for women and children.

LONG LOST MINE IS FOUND. 


nee Famous “Ninety Nine’ Redis- 
covered in New York. 

New York, November 25.—After being 
lost for twenty-five years, the ‘‘Ninety- 
Nfhie’ silver mine, once famous through- 
out the whole Catskill range, has been 
found again. At least that is the belief 
of J. O. Poole, a mining expert, who is 
said t olive in.Trenton, N. J. He has 
discovered a cave in the heart of the 
SH&wangunk mountains, not far from 
Eljenville, Ulster county, New York, 
which exposes a wide vein of peculiar ore. 
Numerous assays shows heavy value in 
silver, lead and other minerals. Every 
effort has been made to keep the discov- 
ery a secret until mineral rights to the 
surrounding mountain property could be 
purchased. Poole and the New Jersey 
men who are backing him are said to 
have secured such rights on more than 
fivé thousand acres and are preparing to 
start active mining operations. The story 
of the accidental discovery of the mine 
was ‘brought to this city from Kingston. 
Judge A. T. Clearwater, of Kingston, re- 
turned from Ellenville a few days ago, 
and brought some specimens of the ore, 
Ju@%e Clearwater said: 

“The mine takes its name from a Wa- 
warsing Indian named Neopakiptic, but 
better known as Ninety-Nine. The Indian 
lived near Sockanissing, and was ac- 
customed to come among the settlers of 
tne valley with chunks of almost pure 
lead and silver, which he exchanged for 
provisions. He said that he dug the ore 
in a cave in such mountain. One day a 
friend, n Duprey, succeeded in per- 
suading Ninety-Nine to lead him to the 
cave with eyes tightly bandaged. Duprey 
returned with tales of a wonderfully rich 
ledge. He did not succeed in finding the 
mine again, however, and Ninety-Nine 
died with his secret unfold!”’

They took up the biil 
proposed for the redemption of outstand- 
ing bonds of the city and discussed the 
measure at length, section by section. 
Major J. F. Hanson, Judge C. L. Bart- 
lett, Judge John I. Hall, W. W. Solomon, 
Ben L. Jones and others led the dis- 
cussicn. \ 

After a session of three hours the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted:

After the adoption of the above reso- 
lution the meeting adjourned until Wed- 
nesday night at 8 o’clock. ‘The measure 
will be made to cover $76,000 bridge and 
improvement bonds, wiping out all pres- 
ent outstanding bonds and making the 
present sinking fund available to the city 
authorities.

Senator Bell said yesterday that 
the constitutional amendments concerning 
the tax rate and to exempt college prop- 
erty were not considered by his commit- 
tee for the reason that these amndments 
were passed by the senate at the last 
session and are now on the calendar of 
the house for a third reading. 

Three hundréd copies of the bill em- 
bracing the constitutional amendments 
were ordered printed, and as soon as 
possible they, will be distributed among 
the members. 

The following new bills were introduced 
yesterday: 

By wenator Hardaway, 
A Bitte amend section 519 of the code of 
1895, which prohibits intrusion upon the 
tracks of railroad companies by making the 
section applicable to railroad yards, rights of 
way and railroad station vards, under certain 
conditions. Referred to committee on rail- 
roads. 

By Senator Howell, of the thirty-fifth: A 
bill to amend section 511 of the code of 1895, 
which prohibits rocking or shooting at or, in 
passenger trains, by making said section ap- 
plicable to Iccomotives and freight trains. 
Refaried to committee on railroads. 

By Senator Ellis, of the twenty-second: A 
bill to prohibit the purchase, sale, or other- 
wise dealing in any attachments gr appliances 
of railroad companies. 

By Senator Smith, of the thirty-fourth: Tu 
establish the city court of Buford.

ADVISES HARDWICK’S FRIENDS 


Suggests They Be More Cautious in 
Future as to How 
They Talk. 


Augusta, Ga., November 25.—(Special.)— 
After reading the report of Representa- 
tive Hardwick's speech on a question of 
personal privilege in the legislature this 
morning, Congressman Fleming said: 

‘“T think it was a very good effort un- 
der the circumstances, and I am glad

“T am verv well satisfied with the sit- 
uation. Information that came to me 
from Atlanta this evening gives me the 
strongest assurance that the tenth dis- 
trict will no be gerrymandered in Mr. 
Hardwick's interest. If Mr. Hardwick 
says he was not cognizant of the plan I 
will not take any issue with him on 
that point, but would suggest that he 
advise several of his friends to be more 
cautiogs in the future as to how they 
talk.”’ 

Cc. §S. Hollinshead, just from Lincoln 
county, says there was a meeting there 
today to protest against the removal 
of the county from the tenth district. He 
gives it as his opinion that Lincoln ‘s 
practically solid for Fleming. 


IN THE COURTS. 


Ordinary Wilkinson yesterday afternoon 
defended his court in reference to the 
case of James Harkness, who is confined 
in the pclice station as a lunatic. It has 
been stated that the police do not know 
what to do with Harkness, and that the 
ovdinary will not try him unless it is 
Clearly established that he is a citizen of 
Georgia. 

Judge Wilkinson said: 

“Under the law I have nothing to do 
with a lunacy case until a writ of lunacy 
is sworn out, the history blank is careful- 
ly filled out, giving a history of the case, 
and a certificate received from the at- 
tending physician, certifying that the 
patient is of unsound mind. In the Hark- 
ness case the writ has been swern out 
and the doctor’s certificate received, but 
the history blank is incomplete. Nearly 
all of the questions are answered ‘Don't 
know,’ and such a history of the case 
would not be satisfactory to the asylum 
officials, 

“If the police would exert themselves, 
investigate a little and endeavor to find 
out something of the history of the man, 
he would not have to stay in the police 
station so long. It seems that they have 
not investigated this case. I have writ- 
ten a letter myself to Augusta in an ef- 
fort to ascertain something of Harkness, 
and, in fact, I have investigated the ma- 
jority of the cases coming from the police 
station. A judge should not have to both 
try and prosecute a case.’’ 

Malicious Arrest Alleged. 

J. N. Gossett yesterday brought suit in 
the superior court against I. C. Clark 
for $5,000 damages, in which sensnrtiona! 
allegations are made. 

Malicious arrest and prosecution are al- 
leged. It is also charged that while the 
wife of Gossett was lying dead in her 
home, that Clark went there, telling Gos- 
sett that he had no sympathy for him and 
that if it was not for the crepe on the 
door, he would have him arrested for fail- 


ing to pay some hands he had been work- 


ing. 

The ‘petition states that Gossett is a 
brickmason and that on the ith of the 
present month he contracted with Clark 
to construct a building and that he 
worked until November 15, when his wife 
was taken ill. It is stated that his wife 
died shortly afterwards, It is also stated 
that Gossett had received part of the 
money for the work and that he carried 
one of the payments home with him on 
the night his wife was taken ill. 

It is charged that on November 20, 
Clark had Gossett arrested on the charge 
of larceny and that he was kept in con- 
finement all day away from his two chil- 
dren, who needed his attention. It is al- 
leged that when the case was heard he 
was discharged. It is claimed that Clark 
kept back $21.47 of the money earned by 
Gossett, which would have secured him, 
if any fraud had been intended. 

It is alleged that the prosecution was 
malicious and to extort money from the 
petitioner. It is stated that his grief over 
the death of his wife was intense, and 
that the arrest unstrung his nerves to 
such an extent that he was rendered al- 
most a maniac. The suit was filed by 
Attorney A. A. Manning. 

Suit for $1,000. Filed. 

Jim Duke yesterday sued the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company for $1,000 
damages. It is alleged that he was an 
employee of the company, and that he 
was injured on August 5, while at work 
breaking rock near Inman Park. 

It is claimed that Charles Roland, an- 
other employee, broke a rock, and that it 
struck Duke in the face, knocking him 
unconscious and putting out his right 
eye. It is charged that Roland was reck- 
less and careless. The suit was filed by 
Attorney Eb T. Williams. 

Application for Charter. 

An application for a charter for the 
Tennessee Oil, Gas, Mining and Manufac- 
turing Company was filed yesterday in 
the office of Clerk Arnold Broyles, of the 
superior ccurt. The Mecorporators are: 
Thomas A. Shelton, George 8. Lowndes, 
W. W. McAfee and John C. Hendrix, of 
Fufton county; T. J. Dempsey, of Butts 
county, Georgia, and John M. Thornton, 
of Lincoln county, Tennessee.

ELBET HUBBARD LECTURED 
AT THE GRAND LAST NIGHT 


Elbert Hubbard instructed, amused and 
at times compelled to hearty laughter a 
crowded house at the Grand last night.. 
The lecture, or talk—for the very manner 
of the man and the subject matter of his 
remarks vary widely from the ordinary 
expressions of lecturers—was full to over- 
flowing with interesting thoughts. It was 
delivered in an _ off-hand, whimsical: 
fashion that was a decided relief from the 
average effort at oratory. As orator El- 
bert Hubbard is not, but he has in a 
wonderful degree the faculty of enter- 
taining and instructing. 

First a few words regarding the im- 
pression ‘‘Fra Elbertus’’ makes upon one. 
Imagine a tall man of moderate build, 
with a clean shaven face and clear cut, 
cameo-like features, whose hair recedes 
from the forehead and accentuates this 
most prominent feature, but overflows in 
a black mass many inches long in the 
rear. Think of a pair of penetrating 
black eyes that give forth a sure index 
to every passing phase of thought wheth- 
er it be grave or gay. Dress this man jin” 
a black Prince Albert suit—but don’t 
dress him too carefully. Button the first 
and lower buttons of the coat, but leave 
the middle ones agape, so that the front 
will stand out in a V-shape when seen in 
profile. Surmount this coat with a low, 
turn-down collar and a black tie. Let 
the trousers which encasé a pair of—ves. 
sway-backed lags—bulge at the knees and 
fall yoluminously over an ample shoe 

Do all this and you might have a mem- 
ber of the Georgia legislature, a uissenting 
minister or an aspiring Hamlet. But not 
Let this man open his mouth and tell yon 
things all his own-in a voice that comes 
in jerks, and in accents that are full to 
overflowing with ‘‘rs’’ of the western va- 
riety; give to his long arms the peculiar 
downward gesture that is expressive of 
emphasis, coniempt, disdain and other 
things by the plug-ugly of the Bowery, 
and you have an entirely different man— 
kulbert Hubbard, brilliant and caustic 
writer, artist and the helper of artists, 
humanitarian and firm believer in him- 
self and his fellow man. 

The picture is but a brief thumbnail 
sketch of a man who is just now occupy- 
ing a conspicuous place in the public eye 
—one who has many warm followers on 
the one hand (people who understand 
him) and severe critics on the other 
(those whose tender skin has been punct- 
ured by the prick of his pen.) But the 
picture is not overdrawn. 

It would be difficult to single out from 
the many things that fell from Mr. Hubh- 
bard’s lips the best. Perhaps it would b» 
best to begin Chinese-fashion at the end 
and selsct one of his mottoes: “Art is the 
expression of a man’s joy in his work.”’ 
Here you have the whole philosophy of 
the man summed up. To work for the 
pleasure it gives you; to do each task well 
that the joy may be greater—these are 
the things he teaches and believes in. 

Mr. Hubberd told of his work at East 
Aurora and described in detail the com- 
munity of artists and artisans, drawn 
from the common people, with whom he 
has surroundad bimself. In tnis connec- 
tion he told of an ex-convict who had left 
Sing Sing. The man had sought work 
and failed everywhere. Finally he came 
to East Aurora He was at first refuse.l. 
The convict was determined. He was put 
to breaking rock. 

“That man today,’ said Mr. Hubbard, 
“could take my place, if need be. Some 
time ago he..was awarded the first prize 
of $500, which is offered every year for 
the best work at the Roycroft shop.”

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Bishop Doane and tlie Saloons. 

The question of opening saloons on 
Sunday in New York is assuming a 
more interesting phase. The sugges. 
tion which a few years ago was re- 
garded as extreme, wild and visionary 
is now considered seriously, and is 
favored by some:of the strongest influ- 
ences in New York. The Herald says: 
“Prospects are encouraging for the 
enactment of a law which will permit 
the people of this city to decide for 
themselves whether they will legalize 
the sale of liquors on Sunday.” The 
Herald has taken a poll of the “up- 
state” mayors and finds a maiority of 
them favor permitting the people of 
New York to exercise their own pretf- 
erence in regard to Sunday saloons. 

A straw showing which way the 
wind is blowing is found in the action 
of Rt. Rev. William Croswell Doane. 
Protestant Episcopal bishop of the 
diocese of Albany. Bishop Doane. 
heretofore chairman of the Church 
Temperance Society, has resigned be- 
} cause he is unable to indorse the posi- 
} tion which the society took a few days 
* ago in reaffirming resolutions against 
sunday saloons in New York. 

In a letter to the secretary Bishop 
Doane expresses himself as follows: 

I have not yielded one fota my strong 
conviction about the danger of giving an 
inch to the liquor sellers, about the ne- 
cessity of guarding the sacredness of the 
Lord’s day, and about the questionable- 
ness of giving extra privileges to the peo- 
Sle who sell the most dangerous and dele- 


‘| terious article of trade. 


But the other question, which comes 
very strongly home to me, is the question 
whether or not Sunday is not more de- 
graded by the uncontrolled sale of liquor 
against an unenforced law, involving in 
the first place its sale by the most un- 
principled class of its sellers, and its use 
by the worst sort of buyers, and involving 
besides putting law in light esteem and 
opening the temptation to deception ani 
blackmail. Should we not have a Sun- 
day freer from deception and more de- 
cently observed, at any rate, in such 
places as the majority of the inhabitants 
desire it, if a law that couftd be enforced 
and would have public opinion behind it 
® which would help enforce it, were in ex- 
© istence, absolutely prohibiting ali sales 
> until 2 or 3 o’clock in the afternoon or af- 
ter 10 o’clock at night? It seems to be 
conceded not only by the people who are 
most experienced in dealing with this

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The Nicaraguan Caual. 

These are days of big figures. When 
the Nicaraguan canal was under dis- 
cussion a few years ago the proposi- 
tion to spend a hundred million dol- 
lars seemed staggering. But with 
hundreds of millions spent in war, 
with a billion-dollar steel trust, with a 
$400,000,000 railroad trust, with a sin- 
gle city—New York—spending sixty 
five or seventy million dollars for a 
few miles of underground railroad, the 
estimated cost of the Nicaraguan Ca- 
nal doesn’t have the magnitude it once 
possessed. It may seem bigger before 
it is finished, but that is another story. 

The estimated cost of the canal is 
placea at $189,000,000, and that is the 
amount congress will be asked to ap- 
propriate. When the matter gets be- 
fore the national legislature a long, 
hard fight may of course be expected. 
The Panama canal influences will be 
on hand and other interests will seek 
to delay the enterprise. The work is 
of such well-recognized importance 
however, and of such ultimate certain- 
ty that the friends of the canal are 
hopeful of success. :

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Parchment Fades, the Republic Lives 
The statement is made that the orig- 
inal copy of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence has faded until not a signa: 
ture is decipherable. Even John Han- 
cock’s bold autograph, made bolder 
than usual in defiance of England, 
cannot be raed. Parchment, discolor- 
ed by years, is all that remains of the 
document that proclaimed the birth 
of the greatest republic the world has 
ever seen. 

A writer in The New York Sun says: 

The Declaration is preserved in a nar- 
row drawer, glass covered, which slides 


‘in a steel safe with heavy double doors, 


locked by a combination. After its re- 
moval to the state department from In- 
dependence hall in Philadelphia, where 
the continental congtress held its session 
on July 4, 1776, the Declaration was 
placed in a glass case and exposed to 
the view of visitors. Owtng to the strong 
light to which it was subjected it began 
to fade, and it was then removed to the 
drawer in which it is now preserved. This 
was several years ago. The fading con- 
tinued, however. until now the noted 
document is nothing more, apparently, 
than a mere blank sheet of paper. 

Jefferson’s original draft of the Declara- 
tion, with insertions in the handwriting 
of Franklin and John Adams, is still ex- 
posed to public view in the same case 
where the formal document was formerly 
on exhibition. Strangely enough, the ink 
on this draft has not faded. The writing 
is still as clear as it was 125 years ago. 

The original of the constitution of 
thé United States is preserved in the 
same case with the Declaration of In- 
dependence and shows no signs of fad- 
ing. 
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Test of Submarine Boat ‘‘Fulton.’’ 
Seeing that a man has but one life, 
it is singular how ready he is to risk 
it. When volunteers were called for 
to accompany Hobson at Santiago ev- 
ery man in the fleet volunteered to 
go. Men are found without difficulty 
to take all the risks that go with ser- 
vice on a torpedo boat destroyer; and 
the experiments with submarine craft 
are never delayed for lack of men to 
go beneath the waves, not Knowing 
that they will ever come up again. 
The test of the submarine boat Ful- 
ton, made at Greenport, L. I., Satur- 
day night, was a case in point. The 
Fulton is a veritable steel fish. Seven 
men were scheduled to go down with 
the boat and remain at the bottom of 
the bay fifteen hours. They were go- 
ing but a few feet, yet they took leave 
of their friends as though the journey 
would be a long one—and no one knew 
that it would not be. They entered 
the boat, the man-hole was closed, 
made air and water tight, and at a 
given signal the spectators saw the 
strange craft sink slowly until the 
dark waters closed over her. It was 
like lowering a casket into a grave. 
The success of the experiment was 
reported in dispatches to The Consti- 
tution of yesterday. The men were 
under water fifteen hours and suffered 
no inconvenience or unpleasant symp. 
toms. A storm raged at Greenport 
Saturday night, but the crew of the 
Fufton at the bottom of the bay knew 
nothing of ft until they came to the 
surface Sunday morning. 
The boat will now undertake to sail 
under her own power from New York 
to Washington. 


Prosperity in the South. 

One of the New York papers that 
keeps a close watch on the south is 
The Commercial. Commenfing on con- 
ditions in this section, that journal 
says: 

In 1898-99 the enormous output of 11,274,- 
840 bales of cotton in the southern states 
brought in only $282,772,987 in money; in 
1299-1900 a total of 9,436,416 bales yielded 
$363,784,820, while in 1900-01 a crop of 10,383, - 
422 bales sold for $494,567,549. An increase 
in the total output, a sharp increase in 
the price! Two conditions that have 
rarely gone together. A jump from $38.55 
per bale one year to $47.63 per bale the 
next! This was an advance of 2% per 
cent in the selling price of a product that 
constitutes the leading industry of a great 
section of country, and it took into that 
section an increase of $130,782,729 from the 
selling price of the year before. 

Is it to be wondered at that fhere is 
bounding prosperity everywhere in the 
south—that her cotton planters have, in 
the main, ceased to be borrowers, and 
that there is more than enough money 
there to “pay all the Dilis?’ A bound in 
two years from $28.62 a balg to $47.68 a 
bale is a rise in value that might well 
cause a “steel baron’’ or a ‘‘coal baron” 
or an ‘‘oil magnate’ to ask himself what 
he is in business for anyway. For, after 
all, cotton is king. . 

The Commercial says it is the mis- 
fortune of the south that her great 
crop is a “staple’—a product that is 
in demand every minute of every day 
in the year—because it is a tenfpta- 
tion to the planter to anticipate his 
harvest and sell his cotton before it is 
gathered. 

This can hardly be called a misfor- 
tune. It would be much more a mis- 
fortune if the crop were ever a drag 
om the market. The farmer knows 


4u0n needs a better understand. 
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[ton that he will be able to sell it for 
cash, that he will not have to take it 
back home because of a glutted mar- 
ket, and that it will not spoil on his 
hands. Such a. product is indeed 
“ .” We can assure The Commer- 
cial, however, that the southern plant- 
er is not so much disposed to mort- 
gage his crop as he has been in the 
past years. He is taking a business 
view of agriculture now, and reports 
show that in Georgia he not only does 
not borrow as he formerly did, but has 
money in his village bank. 


Americans at King Edward’s Coro- 
nation. 

Authoritative information has been 
received in this country to the effect 
that there will be no speculation in 
seats for the coronation in London 
next year. ) 

This announcement is based upon 
an official decree issued by the king 
himself, and under the limitations 
which this decree fixes the privileges 
of Westminster Abbey on the occasion 
in question will be extended only to 
British subjects, exception, of course, 
being made of the accredited ambas- 
sadors and diplomats of foreign na: 
tionalities. 

On the authority of certain well. 
posted individuals, it is said that the 
issuance of this decree, by the king 
was made necessary on account of the 
rumor that some of the shrewd British 
peers whose debts were in need of 
liquidation had been offering to va 
cate for the time being in favor of 
rich Americans who were willing to 
pay fabulous prices for the privilege 
of witnessing the ceremonies. 

If the terms of this decree are 
strictly adhered to, the nimbey of rich 
Americans who will witness *the coro. 
nation will be represented by the zero 
point on the thermometer, but possi- 
bly before the time arrives some pro- 
vision will be made for accommodat- 
ing the American contingent.

On account of the 
importance which the navy today 
plays in the world’s affairs he argues 
that no expenditure is wasted which 
is judiciously used in increasing our 
naval strength. 
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Postal Savings Bank Again. 

During the next session of congress 
it is more than likely that au effort 
will be made to secure legislation 
looking toward the adoption of the 
postal savings bank system in the 
United States. 

The arguments which the friends of 
this proposed measure make in its be- 
half are worthy of consideration. In 
the first place, it is claimed that the 
system will inspire confidence on the 
part of small depositors, since it will 
have back of it the resotirces of the 
federal government, and that on ac- 
count of the absolute security which 
it offers it will prove an incentive to 
thrift. In the second place, it is claim- 
ed that the system can be maintained 
without any very great expense to the 
government, since it is only necessary 
to provide for an extension in each 
postoffice. 

If the system it put into effect, it 
will relieve in large measure the pres- 
sure which is now brought. to bear 
upon the money order department o7 
the government, and what will be 
saved in this direction will contribnfa 
largely toward defraying the expenses 
of the system proposed. 

Most of the Buropean countries 
have adopted the system with good 
results; and if it works satisfactorily 
abroad, there seems to be n° ~eason

legislature than the ninth annual report of Hon, 
Joseph M. Tefrell, attorney general of Geor- 
gia. 
The ‘Southern Express Company case,”’ “Tax 
on Bthigrant Agents,’ the ‘‘Public Property 
Fun case,’’ the ‘‘Railroad Tax cases,’’ and 
the “Branch Bank Tax cases” afe among those 
wherein he has represetited the state during 
the past year. In a numntber of these big cases 
hd has had to measure arms with seme. of 
the ablest and best trained corporation lawyers 
of the south, and ptoved himself & foeman 
worthy of their steel, although, with character- 
istic modesty, the report barely states the ques- 
tions involved in the cases, their present status, 
if still pending, and the décisfon of the courts, 
if finally determined. 

It is needless to say, too, that but few of 
these important questions rested, or will rest, 
until the supreme court of the United States 
passed or will pass upon them, 

The report shows that the attorney general 
has also in the past year been leading counsel 
for the state in the supreme court in 41 cap- 
ital cases. In 20 of these the judgment of the 
superior court was affirmed; in 13 the judg- 
ment of the éupreme court has not yet been 
rendered, while in only 8 was thefe a reversal 
of the’ court below. 

This constitutes a professional record which 
would justify a considerable degree of boasting, 
but the attorney general, tike Caesar in his 
“Commentaries off the Gallic War\”’ loses no 
time in bragging on himself, but goes on suc- 
cinctly with his story. ;

PEKANS AND BUGIS AND DYAKS, 
AS WELL AS SIKHS, IN SINGAPORE 


Singapcre, Straits Settlement—Now if 
ingapore is lacking in public buildings 
and historical objects of interest, there is 
plenty to compensate in the people with 
whom, in the ordinary investigations 
even of a hurried visit, you knock el- 
bows. The Chinese impress you first be- 
cause of their overwhelming numbers and 
because one who comes from the west 
gets here his first sight of thie real 
“Chino;” but he is only one of many 
types. The Malay and the Kling or Tamil 
come next in point of numbers. Then the 
mixture includes Japanese in compara- 
tively small numbers and Javanese, sev- 
eral thousand of them; Burmese and Sia- 
mese, Persians and Arabs and Bengaiis, 
Bugis, Jawi Pekans, Boyanese and 
Dyaks; Manilamen, natives of Sumatra 
and Borneo and of the smaller islands of 
the seas; Sikhs and men of the many dif- 
ferent tribes which go to the making up 
of the population of the wonder country 
which we call Indfe and imagine is some- 
thing small and insignificant, whereas it 
is wonderful and great; Europeans of all 
nationalities and several thousand of that 
peculiar combination of races which has 
made a race unto jtself—the Burasian. 

I presume I nave mentioned half the 
varieties. No man \could hope to do soe 
unless he had before him a complete and 
accurate census of the town and island, 
going into the details of racial and tribal 
distinctions. I was unable to get hold of 
this information cr, strangely enough, of 
anything else very valuable relative to 
Singapore or the Malays. The guide book, 
the only one obtainable, is a miserable 
little affair of no account’' whatsoever. 
The problems presented in the British 
governments in this corner of the world 
have been admirably dir@ussed by Henry 
Norman in his “Peoples and Politics of 
the Far East,’ but these discussions are 
of interest only to those who have to do 
with the solution of those problems. 

Big Tin Ciearing House. 

First of all, however, it is worth know. 
ing that Singapore is an island, which I 
did not know before I came here: a little 
bit of an island off the southernmost 
point of Asia and separated from Suma- 
tra by the strait of Malacca: an island 
containing about 25 square miles, 145,000 
acres, of which about 21,000 are under 
various stages of cultivation; it is the 
corner between the Far East and the rest 
of the werld; it has a beautiful situation 
and has had a history full of vicissitudes, 
tut the Singapore of today does not date 
back of 1819. It is, therefore, a modern 
city. Above and beyond all things, it is 
a city of commerce. It is the largest 
trans-shipment harber in the world. At 
the big docks of the Tanjon Pagas more 
than one million tons of freight are han- 
died annually; and there are, in addition. 
the P and O., the North German Lloyd 
and other decks. Five-sixths of all the 
tin produced in the world is trans-shipped 
here, coming down from the Malay states 
in Chinese junKs. Singapore enjoys the 
distinction of being the first free trade 
port of modern times. As one of the 
keystones of defense of the British em- 
pire it is a most valuable possession. 

We are very near the equator here, yet 
have felt nothing like extreme heat. Less 
than 2 degrees north latitude. The 
weather in midsummer differs very little 
from that at Christmas time. Everybody 
advises you to keep out of the touch of 
the sun’s rays, but the resident seems 
to take few precautions. I have knocked 
around at all hours of the day, part of 
the time without even such protection as 
is supposed to be furnished by my trop- 
ical helmet, and have had ho touch of 
the headache which was prophesied. 
Night rides through the native quarters 
have been taken without any precautions 
whatsoever. Everybody knecks off busi- 
ness for a few hours in the middle of 
the day; things are. qulet, save in the 
native sections, at night. 

Native Quarters Unique. 

These native quarters are the real 
sights of Singapore. The population fig- 
ures give no adequate idea of the extent 
of the city, certainly none of the appa- 
rently limitless sweep of the Chinese 
quarters. “‘Kampong China’’ it is, taken 
as a whole; “Kampong Siam,.”’ ‘‘Kam- 
pong Kling,’ “Kampong Malacca,” and 
so on—thus are the various native quar- 
ters designated. Of the approximately 
200,000 population, more than 130,000 are 
Chinese. Here you find as real China 
as you can find at Shanghai or Canton 
or any other city of the great slant-eyed 
empire. > 

The presence of this great number of 


: Chinese and their prosperity—for as a 


class they are most prosperous—are due 
more to the policy adopted by Great 
Britain than to all other influences com- 
bined, It has been said that the removal 
of the British flag as emblem of au- 
thority in Singapore would be followed 
by immediate anarchy with all these 
people participating; and that is éas;7 
to believe. 

The British flag here means freé trade, 
fair taxation and, above all things, even- 
handed justice to all people without dis- 
tinction of race or color. That means 
to the industrious Chifiafhan at least 
two things he does not get at home: The 
white man’s justice and fair taxation. 
One rather femarkable result is that 
thousangs of these Chinese have become 
naturalized British citizens. The usual 
Chinaman who wanders Off to other lands 
to make his money winds up his career 
by going back home. Wot so with the 
Chinaman who comes to the Straits Set- 
tlement. He finds here everythifg de- 
sirable which he cannot find in the land 
of his birth; he is a man among men. 
is able to enjoy to the full the profit of 
his labor and industry. and all the effects 
of the mandaritis and other high offictals 
to get him back to that land fail ut- 
tefly. 

Funny Things, and Funnier. 

It seems funny to sée sedate and pros« 
perous men with queues riding about in 
the smartest traps that line-the Bspianade 
when all Singapore is out, but there are 
other things funnier. From early tn the 
afternoon until the darkness has gather- 
ed so thickly as to put a stop to it all 
the recreation ground of the Esplanade— 
a long stretch of green facing the harbor 
—is covered with the youth of the city 
engaged in athletic sports. The English- 
man at his cricket may have a China boy 
with his queue or a Kling boy in his skirt 
bowling to ifm. Near by some Chinese are 
playing tennis with a degree of enthusi- 
asm it is impossible to associate with 
your usdal ideas Of the rate, while Chi- 
nese and Klings and English—the Lord

than anything else, but the origina] thing 
with real kicking. The China boys. with 
their queues would stand small show at 
the American game, but they seem rea- 
sonably expert at this kicking game and 
undoubtedly enjoy it ai) immensely, 

The Chinaman who made his ‘stake’? 
away from the Celestial Kingdom ang 
goes back to enjoy the fruits of his labors 
finds himself paying tribute to rapacious 
mandarins and other high officials from 
the court down; the Singapore Chinaman 
pays tribute to no man. He has found 
that his person and his money are as 
sacred here as are the Englishman 
and his money, and he stays on to rajge 
children who are British citizens and 
glory in the fact. 

This ‘condition of affairs must be pri- 
marily responsible for the condition of 
the Chinamen found here. Even the boys 
who trot the streets with the rickshaws, 
making beasts of burden of themselves. 
yes, even the murderous looking sampan 
men—seem a much better type of this race 
than anything in the Chinese line which 
we get at home. In the great mercantile 
houses the men behind the desks as well 
as the men who handle the stock are of 
the race which we associate only with 
the wash-tub. They look human. Yoy 
can tell one from another. Their skins 
are better than those of any Chinamen 
I have ever seen save, of course, the men 
in the diplomatic corps, their flesh is 
firmer, they are more men. 

There Are All Types Here. 

I suppose there are all types here; but 
the impression which the Singapore Chi. 
mMaman, taken in the aggregate, makes 
upon the visitor is as I have put it 

He is most interesting when seen in 
Kampong, China, and the time to gee 
bim there is after the day's work has 
been done. The Chinatown of San Fran. 
cisco is a doll’s play house in compar- 
ison with this. Each night during oup 
stay here I have turned myself over te 
the tender mercies of a husky rickshaw 
boy with instructions to carry me 
through the Chinese quarters. Into the 
very heart of China itself we seemed to 
go. Through streets filled with the. 
“solid mass’’ of humanity of which re- 
porters love to write, a solid mass ever on 
the move. Indeed, judged by the standaré 
of American cities, the streets are narrow. 
but it Is not at all the narrowness of 
Gibralta® or Tangier, Malta or the side 
streets of Cairo; compared with theese. 
many streets in the Chinese quarter of 
Singapore are broad avenues. 

There is none too much room in any 
of them, however, for even in the broad- 
est there is reserved but a small space 
for passing traffic awheel or afoot. On 
both sides of the street, throughout its 
whole length, there are the stands of the 
street merchants. In this array there 
are to be found all things concélvable. 
There afe te@ stands and lemonade stands 
and stands at which the opportunity is 
given for the Chino inner man to be fe- 
galed with all sorts of noxious concoc- 
tions which he considers food. Rice and 
bits of fish could be recognized, but for 
the most part the other things looked 
like “‘goo.’”’ Squatting on benches or on 
the grovnd in front and at the sides of 
these outdoor restaurants were men with 
the inevitable chop stick, the first, by 
the way; that I had ever seen in opera- 
tion. 

It Was a Festival Time. 

It was the time of some festival, and 
long tables of things to eat were spread 
out before the gaze of the admiring 
throng, which was later on to help de- 
vour them unless I am much mistaken. 
Into each plece of baked meat and into 
each pair of untentionable and myste- 
rious contents there was stuck a joss 
stick, which burned away, sending in- 
cense heavenward. There were fruit 
stalls from which the purchaser might 
obtain anything and everything useful or 
ornamental. 

Back of these a narrow space, then thé 
larger shops beneath the houses. Some 
of these are three-story high, and are 
ornately decorated. The upper storie) 
have sliding fronts which are opened up 
at night to the great comfort of the fn- 
habitants. 

Down on the first floor of these houses 
Of the better class, for such they seemed 
to be, the ladies of the household were 
congregated. They sat around in appar- 
ently blissful content, laughing and mak- 
ing merry in a quiet little Chinese way 
that was most amusing. There were 
no women in the crowded streets; all 
were apparently indoors. Some were 
very pretty. One thing which has struck 
me hefe is that Chinese women are 
éither quite young or quite old—you see 
none of middle age. At least, that is my 
experience to date. 

Lanterns and banners everywhere 
Magnificent big lanterns as large a8 4 
barrel. Banners of strange devices cal- 
culated to make the mouths of the epvet- 
ous water in very covetousness. Banners 
1 15, 20 feet long stretching from houses 
across the sidewalks and over the streets 

We took ifi several Chinese theaters 
during our first night’s ride. There Wa% 
thé ustial solemn performance amid the 
beatings Of gongs and tomtoms; boys 
taking the female oles, men going 
through their parts most seriously. Some 
good actOfs among them, too. But the 
crowd interested me more than the act 
ing. 

The funniest proposition in the theater 
fine was the Chinese Punch and Judy 
show which was apparently most enjoyed 
of all things.

anger change was made in the plan 
ot congressional reapportionment by the 
pouse committee last, night, by which 
Douglas county is left in the fifth dis- 
trict a8 at present, and both the fifth and 
the seventh districts remain unchanged, 

The plan as approved by the house com- 
mittee, which met at the Kimball house, 
hanges only eight counties as follows: 
pinedin from the tenth to the eighth, 
gmanual from the first to the tenth, 
Joheson from the eleventh to the tenth, 
Laurens and Dodge from the eleventh to 
the third, Stewart and Webster from the 
third to the fourth and Berrien from the 
second to the eleventh. 

The plan as briefly outlined here was 
approved by the house comn tee, with 
the exception of three dissenting votes. 
The members of the committee from the 
afth and seventh districts asked that 

thar districts be left as they are, and 
the committee acceded to the request. 

One of the three members of the com- 
mittee who voted against the plan was 
Mr. Symons, of Glynn, and he will sub- 
mit a minority report, should the plan 
recfive the approval of the joint com- 
mittee, which will meet this morning at 
9 oclock in the speaker’s room to con- 
sider it. 

Opposition Is Manifested. 

Mr. Symons, of Glynn, is opposed to 
making any changes in the congressional 
districts as they stand at present. He 
go announced himself yesterday, and haif 
a dozen members of the house who were 
discussing the matter with him in one of 
the committee rooms took practically 
tie same view. Mr. Symons said among 
the members of the house he had talked 
to with regard to the matter, about four 
out of five were opposed to making any 
change, and so expressed themselves. 

“I have no personal interest in the 
matter,’ Mr. Symons said, “but I do not 
think the people want any changes made 
at all. I do not see the necessity for it, 
and 1 shall oppose it.” 

The advocates of the plan in the house, 
however, are very confident of its suc- 
cess. They have been promised support 
by members whose districts have been 
fft unchanged, and they express the 
opinion that the plan will carry without 
difficulty. 

Situation in the Senate. 

It is reported that there is more ex- 
tenfive opposition to the proposed plan 
in the Senate than there is in the house. 

_ Two of three senators go so far as to 
say that there is no doubt that the senate 
will vote against any changes whatever 
in the present congressional districts. 

Among those who do not hesitate to ex- 
press their opinion is Senator P. J. Sulli- 
van, of the eighteenth. When asked 
about the proposed plan by a representa- 
tive of The Constitution at the Kir®).g1 
last night, Senator Sullivan replied: 
“The feeling of the senate, so far as I 
have been able to determine, is to the 
effect that if any good or decided benefit 


_ can accfue to the public by changing the 


districts, changes should be made.. Up 
to the present time, however, it has not 
appeared by anything that has been said 
or Written that the public would derive 
any benefit from an alteration of pres- 
ent conditions. 

“I do not think there is a single mem- 
ber of the senate who would be willing 
to make any unnecessary alterations, or 
to alter a single district for the mere 
purpoge of legislating any member of 
congress out of his position. 

‘The counties constituting the tenth 
congressiona] district feel themselves a 
sort of a family. They have had their 
domestic infelicities, but are all again 
under the democratic roof, and are fonder 
of one another, if anything, because of 
the scraps of the past. There is not one 
of those counties that desires to leave 
the old tenth. They do their trading, 
their courting and their marrying with 
one another, and will not fail to visit 
thelr wrath upon the politician who at- 
tempts to divide them. 

“I think you can state that it is as 
certain as anything political that no 


changes will be made in the tenth con- 
sessional district.”

‘BE EXTENDED 


Rules Committee of House 
Will Recommend Adjourn- 
fnent Until Monday, 


SENATE WILL ALSO ACT 
ON A SIMILAR REPORT 


House Fails To Concur in All the 
Amendments to Dispensary Bill. 
Only One New Measure Was 
Introduced During Ses- 
sion Yesterday. 


If the joint recommendation of the house 
and senate committees on rules is adopted 
the legislature will adjourn tomorrow af- 
ternoon to meet again next Monday morn- 
ing. This would throw the session for- 
ward two days, causing final adjourn- 
ment to take place on Tuesday, December 
17, instead of the 14th. 

The house has already adopted the rec- 
ommendation of the rules committee to 
adjourn over Thanksgiving day and it 
was thought by the joint committees 
that a large number of the members of 
both houses who live at considerable dis- 
tance from Atlanta, would not return 
before Monday anyway, so it was be- 
lieved that the best plan would be to ad- 
journ the session of the general assembly 


until that day. 

Saturday is usually a quiet day in the 
legislature, as many members leave on 
that day for their homes to spend Sun- 
day. Therefore, it was believed that but 
few would return after Thanksgiving for 
a Friday’s session if one was held. The 
recommendation of the committees on 
rules will be presented to both the sen- 
ate and house this morning and will no 
doubt be adopted without discussion. 

Very little business was transacted by 


the house yesterday. Five resolutions 
granting pensions to widows were passed 
and one new bill was introduced. The 
session was a quiet one.

unfit for the use to which it is put. 
Remember, I have only three hours in 
which to discuss this matter, so. vou must 
not expect me to get down to details. I 
shall simply endeavor to point out a few 
of the most prominent objections, and by 
so doing I shall prove to vou that the de- 
pot is entirely inadéquate and unprofitable 
whether you look at it from the stand- 
point of the public, the railroads, or the 
state, 

“In the first place, the depot is en- 
tirely too small to accommodate the 
trains which daily go into it. As is proved 
every day, it is too narrow to cover 
tracks for the number of trains which 
enter Atlanta at some hours of the day 
and are consequently standing under or 
about the shed at the same time. It 
is not half long enough to cover some 
of the trains which come into Atlanta 
every day, and any one who has noticed 
the through trains run by the Southern 
and the Atlanta and West Point can 
easily attest to this. These roads bring 
into Atlanta and carry out of Atlanta 
every day trains of eight or more coaches. 
The car shed, because of its subjection 
to natural laws, cannot cover more than 
five. You might as well try to put a 
bushel into a pint pot as to try to get 
six or seven trains, some of them con- 
sisting of six and eight coaches, under a 


shed which has only five tracks and is 
only long enough to cover five coaches. 
“In the second place, every person who 
enters that shed takeg his life into his 
hands. Time and again experienced 
switchmen have been run over in yards 
while making their best efforts to dodge 
trains. This is true to such ap extent 
that lifé insurance companies refuse to 
take risks on the lives of the men em- 


ployed in switching trains. No switch- 
man was ever in greater danger in a yard 
than the average man or woman is cn 
entering the car shed gt one of the busy 
hours. Wesides, the danger from the 
trains waiting to load or unload it often 
happens that both the outside tracks are 
filled, as trains cannot get access to une 
of the tracks under the shed. Then one 
of the trains under the shed pulis out. 
Some switching becémes necessary and a 
switch engine comes puffing through the 
shed, and While switchmen and truck- 
men vie with each other in shouting, 
women and little children are fortunate 
to escape with their lives. 

“The crossing of tracks rendered 
necessary by the construction of this 
rattletrap is allowed in no up-to-date 
passenger station. Here you not only 
have to cross them, but often you want 
to do so when you cannot, for your train 
pulls out of the station while a_ solid 
vestibuled train blocks your way and 
keeps you from reaching it. 

“It is needless to tell you of the horrors 
experienced in the depot on rainy days, 
for the mud, water and grease tell their 
own story, and I am sure have told it to 
you long ago. 

‘Here there is no way for people not 
familiar with the place to tell which train 
to take. All the trains look very much 
alike to people who are not experts in 
railroad matters. In a _ well-regulated 
depot every gate is plainly marked with 
the destination and leaving time of the 
train waiting within it, and people do 
not have to wander amid a maze of puf- 
fing engines, grinding trucks and falling 
trunks to find the train they want to 
board. 

“And as to the waiting rooms, where 
can you find the counterpart of the ele- 
gant waiting rooms which form a part 
of the car shed. Such a combination of 
discomfort, inadequacy, and indecency, 
is seldom seen, I am very thankful to 
say. There is many a cross-roads sta- 
tion where the people would gaze with 
wonder if as many as ten people got off 
the train at once that has a depot with 
waiting rooms as large and in every 
other respect much better than those in 
the depot of the railroad center of the 
south. 

“I have given you a few reasons why 
the depot is dangerous, unsatisfactory 
and injurious to the public. I shall now 
look at it from the side of the railroads. 
Believe me, I do not blame the roads for 
the service they give, for I think that 
they give the people remarkably good 
accommodation considering the hole they 
have to use. The roads have trouble in 
arranging their schedules, for at a num- 
ber of hours which are desirable for the 
arrival and departure of trains the sta- 
tion is already full, and there is conse- 
quently room for no more. They are sub- 
jected to danger from suit by parties in- 
jured in the constant jam of trains 
while people are forced to cross tracks 
from one side of the shed to the other. 
They are greatly discommoded in the 
handling of baggage, mails and express. 
And last, but not least to them, it is ab- 
solutely impossible for them to give their 
passengers satisfactory service if they 
have to go into this shed. 

“Now, as to the staté, there are some 
people who say that’ théy can't see it, 
but their sight must bé very dim. If on 
the best located lot in the city a man 
should build a dingy cow stable, don't 
you know that the land would fall in 
value as well as all the land:around it? 
That is the position of the state exactly. 

“And, as to the city, there is no end to 
the damage it receives from this shed. 
Every man who comes under it gets a bad 
impression of Atlanta, and in consequence 
the city gets a black eye with—” 

“Wait a mfinuté, my friend,’ gasped the 
attorney. ‘“‘"m converted. Il’ve known all 
the time that the shed Was an eyesore 
and a horrible mud hole, but never be- 
fore have I heard its multitude of disad- 
vantages discussed go fully. I shall do 
my best to have it torn down and g new 
one built commensurate with the needs 


} and dignity of the city.’’ 


CONCERNING DR. THROWER. 


Hysterical Woman Accused Him, 
Along with Several Others, 
of Insulting Her. 

In The Constitution of Saturday morn- 
ing there appeared from El Paso, Tex., 
& Bpecial concerning charges made by a 
passenger on the train near. that 
point against Rev. O. A. Thrower, 
who for twenty-five years has béen in the 
south and North Georgia conference. 

From Texas yesterday was received a 
message that the passenger—a woman-- 
was suffering from hysteria and made 
charges of a similar nature against sev- 
eral other passengers. 

The result was that the newspapers in 
El Paso sent from that city messages 
to the home towns of the men against 
whom the charges were made, avoiding 
in each instance to mention the irrespon- 
sible condition of the azcuser. 

One reason that the publication was 
made in The Constitution was that it was 
believed if any such incident occirred as 
Stated, some one was impersonating the 
well known Georgia minister. And now, 
while he was the gentleman referred to, 
the mental condition of the woman puts

WHAT REV. MR. FLYNN SAID.

DISAPPEARS 


New Star Theater is Now 
Shadowed by Financial 
Eclipse. 


CREDITORS CLAMORING 
FOR PAUL’S MONEY 


Remarkable Financial History of the 
Old Imperial Theater, Which 
Was Christened the “New 
Star” by Dr. E. A. 

Paul. — 


When the curtdin rose at the New Star 
theater last night there was no Manager 
Paul to criticise the performance or to 
take care of the door receipts. Manager 
Paul had departed secretly and unex- 
pectedly from the city Saturday night, 
leaving many debtors in the lurch and 
his troupe to take care of themselves as 
best they could. Last night they were 
giving a sort of cooperative benefit per- 
formance. 

With the departure of ‘Doctor’ E. O. 
Paul and his wife, another chapter was 
added to the interesting history of the 
old Imperial theater which took on the 
name of the New Star with the advent 
of the “doctor.” At the same time a 
very remarkable story of the sale and 
lease of the building was brought to 


light. 

Paul came to Atlanta last June to en- 
gage in the show business. It is said he 
lost about $10,000, but whether he lost 
the money or it was lost by the persons 
with whom he had business transactions, 
cannot just now be known. The whole 
affair is knotty enough for a Philadelphia 


lawyer to try to unravel. 

Paul bought a portion of the building 
in front of the theater, all of the theater, 
and along with it an unexpired lease 
from J. B. Thompson. He subsequently 
borrowed $4,000 from Major J. H. Mecas- 
lin, who owns the ground upon which the 
building is located. He played against 
Hard luck with his shows, and. finally 
when hé saw that he had to throw up the. 
financial sponge, or probably get prose- 
cuted, he quietly packed up and went 
away, leaving all sorts of bags for a 
number of people to hold. 

History of the Theater. 

To clearly understand the complex case, 
it is necessary to give a brief history of 
the Imperial or New Star theater. 

Major Mecaslin owns the lot on Decatur 
street where the theater was erécted. W. 
ID. Smith and W. H. Faith leased the 
ground for ten years about seven years 
ago, the lease to expire in 1904. Upon the 
lot they erected stores fronting on De- 
catur street, and the theater in the rear 
of the stores, with the understanding 
that when the lease expired they could 
remove the buildings if they wished to do 
so. Smith had a one-half interest in thé 
stores and a whole interest in the theater. 
He sold out his interests to J. B. Thonrip- 
son. 

Last June Paul arrived in the city and 
bought out ‘Thompson's interests for 
$10,000, at the same time making.an ar- 
rangement with Major Mecaslin for the 
lease to run seven years longer on the 
ground. The play at the Imperial or the 
New Star, as he christened it, was not 
the thing, and Paul steadily lost money. 
Major Mecaslin loaned him $4,000, taking 
a mortgage on the lease and on the 
theater. This tided over the unlucky 
manager for a while. He hustled around 
and got in new attractions, but still he 
lost money. 

His actors were not being paid off, and 
he was prosecuted in a justice court last 
week on the charge of cheating and 
swindling, J. M. Morris, of the Morris 
house, swearing out the warrant because 
Paul's check for $120 to pay the actors’ 
board bills was not honored by the 
Fourth national bank. Paul contended 
that the check was given upon the prom- 
ise that it was to be held up. He gave a 
$100 bond, and paid the $12). 

The city license inspector got after 
Paul because he was behind with his 
license money. Paul paid $50 as an in- 
staliment, and was allowed a little time 
to raise the balance. The case is atill 
open against him in the recorder’s court. 


A Deluge of Bills. 

There were bills in front of him, bills 
behind him, bills to the right of him and 
bills T the left of him. while his credit- 
ors for money thundered. 

The New Star was in an eclipse, and 
Paul could not see any way for time or 
tide to make it shine again. 

And he left. 

J. %. Thompson has assumed the lease 
of the theater, and will keep the play 
going: 

Major Mecaslin has the buildings, or 
at least the theater building, and one- 
half of the store building. FaitM’s lease 
will expire in 1904, and at that time he 
ean, if he wishes to do so, tear down his 
half. 

Tt fS believed that Paul and his wife 
have returned to New York, from whence 
they came. It is said that Mrs. Paul ge- 
cured money on her jewelry. She claims 
that Paul used the money from her 
private estate, and she has ‘had her at» 
torneys file suit for $8,300 against J. B. 
Thompson. 

That is about as clear as the muchly 
mixed-up affair can be made. 

Major Mee¢aslin is smiling, and he said 
to a reporter of The Constitution yes- 
terday: “I don’t believe Dr. Paul has 
gone, for he didn’t come arownd and tell 
me goodby,”’ 

Mrs. Paul’s Suit. 

The petition of Mrs. Mary Delia Pawl 
States that Paul purchased the theater 
for $10,000 from J. B. Thompson, and al- 
leges that $3,300 of the agagunt paid was 
her own private property, and that Paul 
had no right to use it. It is stated that 
this fact was known to Thompson, and 
the petition declares the sale to be void.

GEORGIANS SHAPE UP FOR 
CONTEST WITH ALABAMANS 


“Beat Auburn or quit the game!’ 

That’s the cry on every lip in Athens 
today, and it is a cry rapidly wending its 
way over the state of Georgia. Univer- 
sity graduates whose hair on head and 
face is now turning: gray, are taking it 
up and sending messages to the men at 
the Classic City now composing the 
team to win or quit. 

The intensity of the rivalry between 
the Auburn and Athens teams is at 
white heat. The Alabama boys have 
carried away the happy smile which be- 
longs to the victor so often that defeat 
to Georgians has become monotonous. 
Even the men who kicked the pig-skin 
years ago and who have attained dis- 
tinction in life since leaving college have 
grown weary of that defeat and are now 
calling upon the boys with long locks to 
get in the game and pull out a victory. 
These pleas coming from men whose 
names stand high in the current events of 
the state, have aroused the members of 
the team, and some excellent work is 
being done to shape the men for the great 
struggle. 

Coach Reynolds has his material well 
in hand. The men are eager, anxious 
and sanguine. Every suggestion made, 
every order given, every idea advanced 
is quickly taken up and worked for alJ 
there is in it. The players realize that 
everything depends upon their work, 
and are bending every energy to make 
their play successful. The strongest, 
best men on the list are hard at it, and 
each will be in the best fighting condi- 
tion possible when the team enters Bris- 
bine pary day after tomorrow. 

In the contests of the past Auburn has 
shown, clearly her superiority over 
Athens. One time it was skill alone 
which brought the Alabamans out on 
top. Another time it was the heft of 
the team; and again, it was weight and 
skill combined which gave the men from 
the Cotton State the victory. Just what 
it was made little difference after the 
game was over. It gave the Alabama 
boys and their backers the victory and 
it was victory only they wanted. 

This year the Alabama eleven appears 
to be heavier than the Georgians. They 
have demonstrated the fact that they 
know well all the bars on the gridiron, 
are quick on their feet, are strong on 
the ground and are good kickers. The 
members of the team have shown them- 
Selves fearless and ready to meet any 
Play put against them. 

The Georgians have been watching the 


| 


work their rivals have been putting up, 
and have trained to meet it at every 
point. In the team there is a dash—a 
spirit of fight and determination to con- 
quer rarely seen before. Each member 
of the team is now working as though 
he thought the result rested wholly upon 
his work. But at the same time there is 
a harmony and unity which indicate that 
the men are absolutely blended, that they 
are working as one and that there will 
be no individuality when the whistle 
sounds for the game. In all probability 
no Georgia team has ever been more 
thoroughly trained than the one Athens 
sends out this year fo meet the Auburn 
boys. Individual work as well as team 
work has been driven into the players. 
They have come to a thorough apprecia- 
tion of the points essential to a winning 
team and are doing their best to equip 
themselves for the great task before 
them. 

The indications are that Brisbine park 
will have standfng room only Thursday. 
Not only Auburn, but nearly every Ala- 
bama town within a day’s ride of At- 
lanta will be represented in the grand 
Stand, in the smoker or on the grounds. 
All Georgia, it seems, will turn out to 
see the game—every goober grabbler with 
lungs full of wind to yell the Athens boys 
on to victory. The crowd from Athens 
alone will fill an ordinary field. So great 
has the registry from that city grown 
that arrangements have been made for a 
special train Thursday morning. The 
Same train will have a special coach for 
the team. The train will leave Athens 
at 8:30 o’clock Thursday morning and 
will reach Atlanta at 10 o’clock, the run 
to be made in an hour and a half. 

A special to The Constitution from 
Athens last night says: 

‘“‘Letters from the alumni all over the 
state say ‘Beat Auburn and we will for- 
give you for any other defeats you may 
have suffered.’ 


“The members of the team are Sete |

TO TRY FOR CUP AGAIN 


London, November 25.—“‘Should no one 
else challenge, I am willing and ready 
to consider making another attempt to 
lift the cup.” 

This announcement was given out by 
Sir Thomas Lipton at the banquet giv- 
en at the Hote! Cecil in his honor tonight 
which was attended by more than 400 
guests, 

“It would never do,’”’ added Sir Thomas, 
‘“‘to give up when only a pulse beat came 
between us and victory.” 

The reception to the challenger for the 
America’s cup Wag marked with the 
greatest enthusiasm, and all classes were 
represented at the banquet this evgning. 
Lord Tweedmouth ‘acted as chairman, 
and proposing the health of President 
Roosevelt,. he referred to his versatili- 
ty a8 a politician, statesman, sportsman 
and writer. President Roosevelt’s name 
was greeted with tremendous applause, 
although only @& few Americans were 
present.

Lord Tweedmouth, proposing Sir Thom- 
as’ health, said the yachtsman’s influence 
and sportsmanlike conduct had done 
much' to clear the mists of misunder- 
standings between the two countries and 
paved the way to the Nicaragua canal 
agreement.

ANXiOUS TO COME TO ATLANTA 


Prince Has More Offers of Motors 
Than He Can Utilize, It Seems. 

More motors have been offered to Jack 
Prince for use at the new cycle track 
than could be used on a haif dozen such 
tracks. Every motor team in the north 
is anxious to winter south. When it is 
known that there are one hundred of 
these expensive contrivanees costing $500 
each, and that each is ridgen by a team 
drawing a salary of $200 a month, it will 
be seen that $50,000 at least has been 
spent upon motors and that $20,000 a 
month for five months is paid to the 
teams. This is an expenditure alone of 
$150,000, and on top of this must be fig- 
ured at least $50,000 for tires, gasoline 
and transportation of the machines. Each 
motor is shipped by express and weighs 
half a thousand pounds. 
Two hundred men receive regular em- 
ployment as motormen. 

As an illustration of the interest taken 
in motor-paced racing, the expense is 
an issue. The people must attend the 
races to make motor-paced races pay, 
and it is estimated conservatively that 
at least a million and a half of people 
paid admission to cycle tracks to see the 
races last season. This estimate is 
based upon the receipts of the middle 
distance racing men, $150,000. About two 
score men competed in paced § races 
throughout the country, and the leading 
six men won $75,000 between them, Wal- 
thour capturing just one-sixth of that 
amount. 

One thing that draws so at these races 
is the intense excitement of the race, 
when men risk their very lives following 
the choo chooing machines. Several of 
the motors, including the team of F. Ed. 
Spooner, will leave for Atlanta this week 
to be present when the track is finished 
Saturday, together with the motors of 
Walthour, already in the city. Manager 
Prince té@ay starts driving nails for the 
new track, and he expects now to be fin- 
ished with the work Saturday, even if it 
is necessary to work nights.

In his address to the house yesterday 
Mr. Hardwick denied as. unfounded the 
charges made by Congressman Fleming 
involving himself and the commiitee 
which has in charge the matter of con- 
gressional reapportionment.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, November 25.—From_ general 
strength during the early part of the day the 
stock market gave way to general weakness 
before the close and ended under active selling 
pressure with only such recoveries as were due 
to the hasty taking of profits on the short side 
by the bears. It was notable in the early 
strength that many stocks responded very 
moderately to the buoyant rise in the leaders. 
The general break at the last was effective 
throughout the list, but it left the leaders of 
the advance with considerable net gains to 
show. The trunk lines were the effective lead- 
ers of the advance, especially New York Cen- 
tral, which added 4% to its recent remark - 
able advance. No news was offered to explain 
the advance beyond the many rumors long prev- 
alent of a Vanderbilt deal. The movement in 
Pennsylvania was clearly a supplement to 
that in New York Central, and was in the 
hands of professional speculators who saw 
the foree of an argument for the maintenance 
of an approximate ratio between the two 
stocks. Pennsylvania’s extreme advance was 
3%. The late reaction left a net gain for 
New York Central of 2% and for Pennsylvania 
1%. The rise in New York Central carried 
with it the junior Vanderbilts to the extent of 
trom 1% to. 10 points, the latter figure for 
Michigan Central. There was enormous buy- 
ing of the Readings end of the Southern Rail- 
way stocks, but their advance never much eXx- 
ceeded a point. A factor in the opening 
streneth was tn scramble on the part of 
the bears who wert short of Amalgamated 
Copper on Saturday on the report, denied af- 
ter the market closed, that the attorney 
eral of the United States was preparing a 
case against the company under the atti- 
trust law. The opening rush carried the 
stock I% over Saturday's closing level, and 
this preved the highest point of the day. 
The palpable indisposition of the stock to rally 
further invited renewed attack, and the final 
slump to» below 80 was the principal unset- 
tling factor in the general test. The stock 
touched 79% and closed at 80. The heaviness 
of the transcontinental stocks was a feature 
of the trading throughout. Syeculators are ap- 
parently indisposed to pay higher prices. for 
these stocks until the result is disclosed of 
the agitation in the northwestern states against 
the Northern Securities Company. There was 
an upward spurt of 2% in St. Paul, which 
seemed to be manipulated by the bull leaders 
under a realization of the depressing effect of 
the heaviness in that group. There was more 
or realizing in stocks which have recent- 
ly advanced under cover of the early strength 
in the leaders, but it was not more than 
is usual in the progress of a bull market. 
There was no change in the situation in the 
money market, Foreign exchange continued to 
drop away from the gold export point. A 
deposit at the subtreasury of $320,000 for 
transfer to New Orleans had an unpleasant ef- 
fect on the confidence which has been felt 
that the interior- requirements for currency 
were Satisfied for the season and that funds 
would flow back to New York from this time 
in increasing volume. Except for the strong- 
est stocks the weak closing of the market left 
the net losses predominating, running to a 
point or over in some cases.

and strength of her countenance; her 
rich, musical voice emphasized the first 
favorable impression when she spoke, and 
the dignity, force and truth of her senti- 
ments explained the nobility of her face 
and her expression. She said she was 
glad to meet the Atlanta Woman's Club 
and address them for many reasons. One 
cause of her interest in the organization 
was her knowledge of and admiration 
for its first president and her work and 
influence as president of the National 
Federation of Clubs, and another cause 
lay in the facet of the club's earnest at- 
tention to child-labor legislation and its 


struggle for the betterment of child- 
labor conditions. She expressed *her 
regret that she cannot take part 


in such movements as the last. Her 

pathies went with the work, and it 
would be a joy to give her endeavor with 
her sympathy. But the movement which 
she represents demands all her time, and 
it is one whose results are not so ap- 
parent as are the results of the club 
woman's work, because her’s is a work 
for the future. She is striving to gain

Abbey was not present and he requested 
Kell Stover, another member of the com. 
pany, to go to his room and hurry him to 
the depot. 

When Mr. Stover arrived at the house on 
Forsyth street he found the door to Mr. 
Abbey's room locked. He peered in at-a 
window and saw the body of his fellow- 
actor on the floor. He immediately sum- 
moned Patrolman Jim hepard, who 
forced open the door. The body was ly- 
ingg in « drawn position on the left side. 
It was later removed to the undertaking 
establishment of Milier & Bowden, 66 
Peachtree street, where the inquest was 
held. Manager Lodge and Frank Regis, 
a member of the company, remained in 
the city until 4:10 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, when they left to join the 
company in Macon. 

While in Atlanta Mr. Abbey had been 
under the treatment of Dr. John Alvin 
Alley, resident physician of the Actors’ 
Fund of America, whose duty it Is to 
treat any theatrical people who may be- 
come ill while here.

If Bill Passes Law Students Must Stand 
Examination. 


THEY COULD THEN PRACTICE 


At Present Diplomas from Legal De- 
partments of Certain Colleges 
Entitle Holders to Right 
To Plead in Courts 
of State.. 


After a hearin€ lasting nearly four 


hours yesterday afternoon the genera! 
judiciary committee of the house amend- 
ed Senator EINs’ bill—which provided 
for a two years’ course in the law col- 
leges of the state and for a certificate of 
examination for entrance to the prac- 
tice at the bar—and then voted to rec- 
ommend that the measure be passed as 
amended. 

The amendment struck that section of 
the bill requiring the two years’ course 
in the colleges and added strength to 
the section providing that applicants for 
admission to the bar in Georgia should 
pass an examination. 

Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, representing 
the Bar Association, appeared before the 
committe in advocacy of the bill, while 
Cc. P. Steed and Olin Wimberly, mem- 
bers of the faculty of the law depart- 
ment of Mercer university; ex-Governor 
W. J. Northen, Dr. W. W. Landrum, 
Judge F. M. Longley and Judge A. D. 
Freeman, members of the board of trus- 
tees of that college, appeared to oppose 
the meastre. 

Judge Atkinson declared that the pur- 
pose of the bill was to put all applicants 
for admfsston to the practice of law upon 
the same footing. He contended that the 
custom of allowing law students from 
certain schools fo practice in the differ- 
ent courts of the state merely upon the 
presentation of diplomas, was one that 
should be corrected. He stated that all 
should be required to stand examinations 
under the supervision of the court to be 
approved by th®*State board of exam- 
iners. 

The other gentlemen contended that 
to compel students in the law department 
of the colleges to undertake a two years’ 
course while other applicants might, af- 


ter studying in some lawyer's office for | 
six months or a year could, by standing 


the examination, be entitled to practice, 
would prove the death of all law schools 
in the state. 

Mr. Steed said that a large number of 
the students were not financially able to 
keep up their studies at the law colleges 
for more than a year, and to force them 
to continue longer would be to prevent 
many young men from ever practiving 
their chosen profession.
